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A  collection  of  old  "Rock  Smith  Family"  papers  consisting  of 
wills,  conveyances,  agreements,  releases,  military  commissions,  and 
other  documents,  together  with  numerous  drawings  and  maps  (more 
than  sixty  in  number),  were  left  by  my  grandfather,  William  Smith, 
when  he  died  at  Merrick,  Long  Island,  in  1884.  These  papers  were 
in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation  and  bore  dates  from  1660  to  1844, 
the  greater  part  of  them  being  in  the  earlier  years.  There  was 
nothing  to  show  how  Grandfather  Smith  became  custodian  of  them  or 
from  whom  they  descended  to  him. 

Forty  years  after  his  death  the  papers  came  to  me,  and  since 
then  I  have  spent  much  time  studying  them,  endeavoring  to  classify 
families,  and  getting  them  into  genealogical  sequence.  In  order  to 
verify  conclusions  and  supply  gaps  in  the  records,  as  well  as  to 
gain  a  better  understanding  of  the  historical  settings  under  which 
these  early  ancestors  and  those  who  followed  them  lived,  I  have 
visited  county  clerks'  offices,  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
libraries,  historical  societies,  and  cemeteries. 


I  will  recount  the  results  obtained  through  this  research  work 
as  well  as  I  can  in  this  monograph. 


This  account  of  the  family  has  been  prepared  in  our  home  in 
Far  Rockaway  in  the  closing  months  of  the  first  year  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt,  at  a  time  in  which  Con¬ 
gress  has,  in  effect,  abrogated  its  powers  and  duties  and  bestowed 
them  upon  the  President,  thus  giving  him  the  greatest  administrative 
and  legislative  power  ever  possessed  in  peace  times  by  one  person 
in  the  history  of  the  United  States. 


President  Roosevelt  came  into  his  high  office  with  great  pub¬ 
lic  acclaim  in  the  fourth  year  of  a  severe  depression,  the  after  ef¬ 
fects,  primarily,  of  the  World  War,  but,  more  particularly,  from  a 
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prolonged  period  of  intensive  speculation  which  reached  a  destruc¬ 
tive  climax  in  the  fall  of  1929.  On  the  morning  of  his  inaugura¬ 
tion,  March  4,  1933,  a  banking  moratorium  was  declared  by  which 
every  bank  in  the  United  States  was  closed.  Economic  conditions 
were  in  confusion,  suffering  through  unemployment  was  extensive,  and 
no  places  were  available  for  several  million  young  people  who  had 
reached  ages  for  productive  employment  and  marriage. 


Through  monetary  experimentation,  huge  expenditures,  and  gov¬ 
ernmental  regimentation  in  business,  banking,  industry,  public  util¬ 
ities,  and  agriculture,  the  President  is  making  an  effort  to  bring 
about  a  forced  recovery.

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EARLY  SETTING 


The  first  record  we  find  of  John  Smith,  Sr.  and  John  Smith, 
Jr.,  whom  tradition  claimed  were  our  earliest  known  ancestors,  is  in 
Huntington's  "History  of  Stamford,  Conn.,"*  published  in  1868,  where 
they  are  named  as  among  a  company  of  dissatisfied  and  restless  men 
under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Richard  Denton, t  who  had  settled  at 
Wethersfield,  Connec t icut . $  After  being  there  a  few  years  religious 
dissensions  arose  and  they  moved  on  to  Stamford,  then  called  Rip- 
powams,  which  place  they  were  among  the  first  to  settle.  Further, 
we  find  that  in  the  summer  of  1641,  276  acres  of  land  were  allotted 
to  twenty-nine  of  the  pioneer  families,  and  at  a  meeting  held  De¬ 
cember  7,  1641,  allotments  were  made  to  thirteen  additional  families. 
In  this  second  allotment  John  Smith,  Senior  and  Junior,  were  each 
given  two  acres  for  home  lots  and  three  acres  of  woodland. 

In  the  Stamford  migration  of  1644  it  is  apparent  that  many  of 
the  families  who  settled  in  Stamford  came  on  to  Hempstead  after 
John  Carman,  Robert  Fordham,  and  John  Seaman  had  obtained  a  grant 
of  land  from  the  Indians  for  most  of  what  became  the  Towns  of 
Hempstead  and  North  Hempstead  in  1643.  This  grant  was  confirmed 
in  1644  by  William  Kieft,  Dutch  Governor  General,  and  ratified  in 
1667  by  Richard  Nicholls,  English  Governor  General. 

Huntington's  "History,"  page  25,  lists  fifty-nine  pioneers  who 
were  in  Stamford  in  1642,  and  of  these  the  following  are  known  to 
have  come  over  to  Long  Island  in  1644  with  Rev.  Richard  Denton:

According  to  "Robert  Coe,  Puritan"  by  J.  Gardner  Bartlett, § 
and  the  "Beginnings  of  Conn."  by  Dr.  Andrews, CJ  Robert  Coe  was  one 
of  the  six  church  members  who  secured  permission  to  withdraw  from 
the  Watertown,  Massachusetts,  church  and  form  a  new  church  at  Weth¬ 
ersfield  under  a  "New  Covenant  in  Connecticut":  he  wanted  a  more 
Presbyterian  form  of  church  government.  Soon,  becoming  dissatisfied 
with  the  Wethersfield  church,  he,  with  his  adherents,  removed  to 
Stamford  and  later  to  Hempstead. 


When  Rev.  Richard  Denton  and  his  parishoners  arrived  in  Hemp¬ 
stead  he  set  about  at  once  to  establish  a  church.  The  congregation 
of  Christ  Presbyterian  Church  of  Hempstead  claims  succession  to 
this  first  church  and  believes  it  to  be  the  first  Presbyterian  church 
founded  in  America. 

Long  Island  at  this  time  was  a  part  of  New  Netherlands  under 
William  Kieft,  Governor  and  Captain  General,  with  the  seat  of  gov¬ 
ernment  at  New  Amsterdam  on  Manhattan  Island.  The  Dutch  were  in 
definite  control  of  the  settlements  at  the  mouth  of  the  Hudson  River, 
on  Long  Island,  and  along  the  seacoast  to  the  south  as  far  as  Dela¬ 
ware  Bay.  Connecticut,  while  nominally  a  Dutch  possession,  was  in 
a  period  of  transition  between  Dutch  and  English  domination,  and 
little  governmental  authority  was  exercised  by  either  of  them;  there 
was  little  redress  from  Indian  depredations,  which  were  of  frequent 
occurrence . 

By  1659  the  British  had  forced  the  Dutch  from  the  easterly 
part  of  Long  Island  to  a  point  as  far  west  as  Seaford  and  possibly 
Merrick.  Through  a  treaty  of  peace  in  1664,  the  Dutch  ceded  New 
Netherlands  to  England,  but  on  July  28,  1672,  taking  advantage  of  a 
war  between  England  and  France,  they  repossessed  it  and  held  it 
fourteen  months  and  eighteen  days  before  England  recaptured  it,  thus 
ending  Dutch  dominion  in  America. 


Charles  II,  King  of  England,  granted  the  former  Dutch  hold¬ 
ings  to  his  brother  James,  Duke  of  York,  who  renamed  New  Amsterdam 
New  York,  in  honor  of  himself,  and  sold  the  coast  line  to  the  south 
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to  Sir  George  Carteret,  a  Jersey  nobleman,  who  established  the  Col¬ 
ony  of  New  Jersey.

t  Rev.  Richard  Denton  is  believed  to  have  been  a  native  of  Yorkshire, 
England,  and  a  graduate  of  Cambridge  in  1623.  He  was  minister  at 
Colby  Chapel,  Halifax,  England,  before  coming  to  America.  He  was 
at  Watertown,  Massachusetts  in  1633  and  is  supposed  to  have  been 
in  Wethersfield  the  next  year.  He  returned  to  England  in  1659  and 
died  there  three  years  later.  He  left  four  sons,  the  line  of  de¬ 
scent  of  one  of  whom,  Daniel  Denton,  is  well  defined  through  the 
succeeding  generations. 

t  Wethersfield  is  a  town  on  the  west  shore  of  the  Connecticut  River 
a  few  miles  south  of  Hartford.  It  was  settled  in  the  autumn  of 
1634  by  John  Oldham  and  his  associate  adventurers,  who  came  there 
by  way  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.

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SETTLING  ON  LONG  ISLAND 


After  coming  to  Long  Island  in  1644,  John  Smith,  the  junior 
of  the  two  John  Smiths,  bought  land  first  in  the  extreme  westerly 
part  of  the  Indian  grant  at  Hungry  Harbor,  in  the  vicinity  of  Valley 
Stream;  John  Carman  and  Richard  Denton  remained  in  Hempstead; 
Richard  Gildersleeve  settled  at  Merrick;  John  Seaman  and  Robert 
Jackson  settled  in  the  more  easterly  part,  at  Seaford  and  Jerusalem 
(Wantagh);  a  Raynor  went  to  Freeport  and  at  least  one  of  the  Coes 
settled  a  short  distance  to  the  west.  The  Raynor  homestead  of  the 
early  days  is  still  standing  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  Free¬ 
port,  across  the  road  from  the  site  of  Raynor's  mill,  at  the  head  of 
navigation  in  Freeport  Creek, 

Some  of  those  who  came  from  Stamford  in  1644  seem  to  have 
continued  on  to  the  easterly  part  of  Long  Island.  In  "The  First 
Book  of  Records  of  the  Town  of  Southampton,"*  page  48,  under  date 
of  September  3,  1650,  it  says:  "It  is  granted  by  the  major  part  of 
this  towne  that  Mr  [John]  Ogden  and  his  company  shall  have  Cow 
Neck  and  Iefferies  Neck  for  their  owne  proper  right..."  On  page  66, 
under  date  of  October  7,  1650,  are  these  entries:  "It  was  ordered 
at  the  ...  Court  of  Election  ...  that  fiue  men  (shall  for  the  present 
yeare),  being  chosen  by  the  said  court,  to  act  and  order  all  towne  af¬ 
faires,  whatsoeuer,  excepting  matters  of  admitting  of  Inhabitants  or 
giving  of  land,  by  the  said  court  was  chosen  Mr  Thomas  Topping,  Mr 
Thurston  Raynor,  Ionas  Wood,  Thomas  Halsey,  Mr  Iosiah  Stanborough . . ." 


An  entry  in  one  of  the  oldest  books  of  record  in  the  State 
Library  at  Albany  says  that  John  Smith,  Sr.,  of  the  first  settlers, 
proceeded  to  Suffolk  County  and  established  the  "Rock"  Smith  family 
there.  Furman's  "Antiquities" t  says  of  the  original  John  Smiths: 
"one  originally  settled  between  Rockaway  and  Hempstead  ...  and  the 
other  ...  [went  to]  Brookhaven." 

The  localities  in  the  Town  of  Hempstead  selected  by  the  families 
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named  are  on  the  southern  edge  of  the  mainland  of  Long  Island  with 
extensive  areas  of  salt  meadowland  adjoining  extending  to  the  bays 
and  creeks.  Since  the  earliest  settlers  had  all  Long  Island  to 
select  from,  the  question  has  been  raised  as  to  why  they  took  the 
poorest  land  on  the  Island  for  their  homes.  While  the  land  along 
the  extreme  south  edge  of  the  Island  was  sandy  and  poor,  it  was 
offset  by  other  decided  advantages.  These  people  came  practically 
empty  handed;  they  had  been  on  the  go  for  ten  years  or  more  and 
here  was  an  abundance  of  wood  for  their  fires,  water  was  but  a  few 
feet  beneath  the  surface,  and  the  creeks  and  bay,  right  at  hand, 
abounded  in  fish,  shell-fish,  and  wild  fowl.  If  the  land  failed  them 
the  water  would  not.  Then  again,  it  was  good  policy  to  keep  rea¬ 
sonably  close  together  both  for  mutual  help  in  their  work  and  for 
protection  from  the  Indians.  While  John  James  was  Town  Clerk  of 
Hempstead,  in  1657-8,  under  Peter  Stuyvesant,  Governor  and  Captai^^ 
General  of  New  Netherlands,  a  letter  was  received  reporting  that 
John  Smith  had  so  many  "Hoggs"  killed  or  hurt  by  the  Indians  that, 
unless  such  depredations  could  be  stopped,  it  would  make  of  the 
settlers  a  "poore"  people.  Another  reason,  romantic  but  unlikely, 
could  be  inferred  for  their  selection  of  this  particular  part  of  the 
Island  for  permanent  settlement.  In  the  will  of  John  James,  dated 
March  13,  1660,  the  oldest  document  in  the  collection  of  old  papers, 
he  is  described  as  of  Cardiff,  in  the  County  of  Glamorgan,  in  the 
Principality  of  Wales.  The  physical  formation  of  the  south  side  of 
the  Town  of  Hempstead,  as  well  as  Brookhaven  in  Suffolk  County,  is 
not  dissimilar  to  that  in  the  vicinity  of  Cardiff,  where  the  Severn 
River  widens  into  Bristol  Channel.  The  "flat  plains  of  the  Severn" 
referred  to  in  a  book  entitled  "Beauties  of  the  Severn  Valley"  are 
described  much  as  the  localities  here  could  be  described. 

It  could  possibly  be  that  John  James,  with  the  Smiths,  Gilder- 
sleeves,  Seamans,  Jacksons,  Raynors,  Coes,  and  others  of  the  first 
settlers,  came  from  the  vicinity  of  Cardiff  and  that  the  southern 
waterfront  of  Long  Island  made  an  especial  appeal  to  them.  While 
such  a  solution  has  in  it  an  element  of  possibility,  its  likelihood 
is  remote,  inasmuch  as  it  seems  to  be  a  well-established  fact  of 
history  that  the  group  of  settlers  under  the  leadership  of  Rev. 
Richard  Denton  was  a  set  of  serious-minded  English  families  from 
Yorkshire  who  had  set  out  for  the  New  World  in  quest  of  greater 
opportunity  for  religious  peace  and  freedom  of  worship.  In  this 
they  must  have  been  disappointed,  for  in  Wethersfield,  if  not  in¬ 
deed  in  Watertown  in  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  accounts  of  their 
religious  broils  and  dissensions  found  their  way  into  early  history. 
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One  historical  comment  on  Rev.  Richard  Denton  says:  "He  had 
ideals  of  his  own  which  varied  with  others."  Cotton  Mather  said  of 
him:  "Though  he  were  a  little  man,  yet  he  had  a  great  soul;"  and 
again:  "I  think  he  was  blind  of  one  eye;  nevertheless,  he  was  not 
the  least  among  the  seers  of  our  Israel;  he  saw  a  very  considerable 
proportion  of  those  things  which  'eye  hath  not  seen.'"£

JOHN  JAMES  -  WILL 


The  name  of  John  James  does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  the 
first  settlers.  That  list  seems  to  have  been  composed  of  heads  of 
families,  and  from  the  terms  of  his  will  it  is  quite  evident  that  he 
was  a  man  without  family  connection  living  in  the  family  of  John 
Smith,  Jr.  (John  Smith  Rock). 

His  will,  an  unusual  document,  shows  a  regard,  almost  amount¬ 
ing  to  affection,  in  which  he  held  his  personal  belongings,  and  gives 
evidence  of  careful  thought  in  their  testamentary  distribution.  It 
is  worth  reflecting  upon  even  now,  and  is  as  follows: 

In  ye  name  of  god  Amen.*  I,  John  James,  Cardiffe  in  ye 
County  of  Glamorgan,  in  ye  principality  of  Wales,  being  at 
present  Sick  in  body:  but  blessed  bee  god  I  am  of  good  & 
perffect  memory,  doe  by  these  presents  for  ye  well  ordering 
of  ye  blessings  of  god  bestowed  upon  mee  for  my  releesse:  I 
blesse  his  name  for  it  &  for  his  mercifull  providence  over 
mee  all  ye  dayes  of  my  liffe:  In  primis,  my  will  is  yt 
[i.e.,  that]  my  debts  shall  bee  payd,  wt  [i.e.,  with]  ye  oates 
&  other  grain  in  my  lodgeing  of  each  a  part,  that  is  to  say 
one  hundred  and  seaven  gilders,  eighteen  stivers  unto  Mr. 
Samuell  Drisius  Minister,  of  ye  Church  of  Christ  at  Manhat- 
tans:  Item,  unto  Mrs.  Bridges,  twentie  one  pound  of  Butter, 
dutch  Weight;  there  is  sufficient  on  my  book  to  pay  it: 
Item,  I  give  and  bequeath  unto  John  Smith  Rock  Junior  my 
fether  bed  &  bolster  &  2  blanckets,  one  red  and  another  blew, 
to  be  given  at  ye  death  of  his  parents  or  on  his  day  of  mar¬ 
riage  or  when  hee  shall  keep  his  house  by  his  parent's  Con¬ 
sent:  Item,  I  give  unto  Hanna  Smith,  my  Byble:  and  iff  her 
Brother  dye  wt  out  issue  my  bed  &  Appurtenances:  Item,  I 
give  &  bequeath  unto  Joan  Brudnell,  sixe  pounds  sterling  to 
bee  payd  in  oates  &  other  grain  a  month  affter  my  decease:  I 
doubt  not  but  there  will  bee  soe  much  overplus.  When  my

debts  are  payd,  it  is  to  buy  her  part  of  a  house:  Item,  I  give 
unto  Thomas  Jeacoks  children  3$  of  trading  cloth  yt  is  on  my 
bed  to  cloath  them:  Item,  I  bequeath  unto  Richard  Stites  one 
sheet  for  a  Winding  sheet:  to  Josiah  Furman  one  sheet,  to 
Goodwiffe  Champion,  one  sheet,  &  ye  other  to  make  myself  a 
winding  sheet:  Item,  I  bequeath  unto  William  Scaddin,  one 
english  ell  of  Holland:  to  John  Smith  Rock  ye  remainder  ffor 
his  children:  I  bequeath  unto  John  Beadle  my  doublet  &  black 
cloth  breeches  &  40  s[hillings]  his  ffather  owes  mee  to  keep 
him  to  scool:  Item,  I  give  to  Mr  hicks  [sic],  the  use  my 
bookes  of  Arithmeticke:  Item,  I  give  to  Mr  Gildersleeve  my 
chair  &  ffree  of  all  accounts  between  us:  Item,  I  give  my 

table  &  bench  &  cupboard  to  John  Smith  Rock  &  doe  appoint 
him  to  bee  executor  of  this  my  Last  Will  &  Testament,  and 
William  Scaddin  to  assist  him:  Item,  I  give  &  bequeath  my 
white  blancket  to  Goodwiffe  Simons  liveing  near  ye  Wall  on 
Mr  Drisius  land  at  Manhatans.  Shee  is  a  Washer  Wooman;  pray 
send  it  saffely  to  her:  Item,  I  desire  my  executor  to  see  mee 

decently  buried  &  to  have  so  much  wine  or  drams  as  may  wt 

moderation  bee  drunk:  Iff  I  have  been  too  large  in  giveing, 
I  leave  to  their  discretion;  if  there  bee  anything  over  to 

give  unto  pious  uses  yt  is  to  help  repair  ye  meeting  house  & 
to  give  20  s[hillings]  to  ye  Chuch  [sic]  at  Flatbush;  &  thus 
in  Conclusion  I  Commend  my  poor  soule  into  ye  Merciffull  hands 
of  God,  hoping  to  enioy  ye  Kingdome  of  heaven  f forevermore . 
Dated  at  Hemstead  ye  13th  of  March,  1660:

IV 


THE  OLD  PAPERS* 


I  will  explain  here  more  particularly  the  old  family  papers 
to  which  I  have  referred  and  the  study  of  which  led  to  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  this  monograph. 

After  the  death  of  William  Smith  in  the  old  homestead  at 
Merrick  in  the  summer  of  1884,  it  was  discovered  that  he  had  a  pil¬ 
low-case  filled  with  old  family  documents  hanging  high  up  in  his 
perfectly  dark  attic.  His  daughter-in-law,  Delia  Smith,  wife  of  his 
eldest  son,  Elijah,  and  mother  of  Charles  C.  and  Harvey  B.  Smith, 
saved  them  and  had  them  in  her  care  until  her  death  in  1924  when 
Charles  C.  Smith  gave  them  to  me.  Some  of  the  papers  were  rolled 
on  hand-made  spindles,  others  on  long  corn  cobs,  and  still  others 
were  tied  with  thread.  They  were  so  tightly  rolled  that  they  could 
not  be  held  open  and  read  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction.  I  forced 
them  to  a  flat  position  and  had  a  case  made  the  size  of  the  largest 
surface.  The  writing  in  many  cases  was  so  peculiar  and  the  terms 
used  so  unusual  that  it  was  hard,  even  with  them  in  readable  form, 
to  come  to  a  conclusion  as  to  what  they  actually  contained.  Miss 
Alma  A.  Pecheur,  an  executive  secretary  in  the  Bank  of  the  Manhat¬ 
tan  Company  at  Jamaica  became  interested  in  the  papers  and  offered 
to  decipher  and  type  them.  While  they  are  full  of  legal  terms  and 
phraseology,  and  boundary  lines  are  given  with  great  exactness,  the 
names  of  places  in  which  properties  are  located  are  often  omitted. 
The  papers  are  therefore  more  useful  in  assembling  families  and  de¬ 
ciding  relationships  than  in  definitely  locating  properties.  Through 
them  it  has  been  possible  to  reconstruct  the  set-up  of  families  with 
a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty  as  far  back  as  ten  generations. 

The  old  custom  of  applying  "Senior"  and  "Junior"  to  persons  of 
the  same  name,  whether  they  were  father  and  son  or  just  older  and 
younger  persons,  made  the  tracing  of  families  more  difficult.  While 
tradition  has  claimed  that  both  John  Smiths,  Senior  and  Junior, 
of  the  first  settlers  were  father  and  son  and  our  earliest-known 
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ancestors,  there  were  "Nan"  Smiths, "Bull"  Smiths,  and  "Black"  Smiths 
here,  as  well  as  "Rock"  Smiths,  among  the  early  settlers;  for  our 
purposes,  therefore,  we  shall  consider  John  Smith,  Jr.  (John  Smith 
Rock)  our  earliest  ancestor  and  count  our  generations  from  him. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  about  his  line  of  descent  following  through 
into  the  present  family. 


NOTE 

*  For  their  better  protection  and  for  the  convenience  of  those  who 
may  care  to  investigate  further  the  conclusions  arrived  at  in  this 
monograph,  I  have  deposited  the  collection  of  old  papers  in  the  Long 
Island  Collection  of  The  Queens  Borough  Public  Library  at  Jamaica, 
together  with  a  genealogical  chart  of  the  family.  In  the  event  of  a 
responsible  institution  being  established  in  Nassau  County,  prefera¬ 
bly  at  Merrick,  in  which  these  old  papers  should  more  properly  be 
located,  a  request  for  them  made  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The 
Queens  Borough  Public  Library  will,  I  am  sure,  receive  favorable 
consideration.

THE  DESIGNATION  "ROCK” 


In  James  Savage's  "Genealogical  Dictionary  of  the  First  Set¬ 
tlers  of  New  England,"  volume  4,  page  119,  we  find: 

John  [Smith,  Sr.]  and  John  [Smith],  Jr.,  of  Stamford  among 
the  first  settlers  in  1641,  both  removed  to  Hempstead,  L.I. 
The  younger,  in  1675,  gave  a  deposition  calling  himself  60 
years  old,  in  which  he  says  that  formerly  at  Stamford  they 
called  him  Rock  John  Smith  for  distinction.* 

The  deposition  of  the  younger  John  Smith,  being  directly  in 
line  with  the  family  tradition  and,  at  the  same  time,  taking  into 
account  the  origin  of  the  designation  "Rock"  by  which  the  family 
had  been  known,  gave  rise  to  a  most  diligent  search  for  any  paper 
or  record  to  substantiate  or  give  a  reason  for  such  a  deposition  to 
have  been  made  and  under  what  circumstances.  Although  careful 
search  was  made  through  the  oldest  records  in  the  County  Clerk's 
Office  in  Jamaica,  in  the  Library  of  the  Long  Island  Historical 
Society,  Brooklyn,  to  which  I  belong,  The  New  York  Public  Library, 
and  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  Albany,  no  information 
bearing  upon  it  could  be  obtained.  A  legend,  to  which  allusion  is 
made  in  the  appendix,  connects  the  origin  of  the  "Rock"  Smith  de¬ 
signation  with  a  house  built  in  New  England  with  a  rock  inside  for 
a  fireplace  back. 

The  designation  presumably  applied  to  the  early  family  as  a 
whole.  It  is  used  in  about  twenty  of  the  old  papers  and  is  found 
in  individual  names  to  the  fourth  generation,  intermittently,  but 
after  that  it  seems  to  have  fallen  into  disuse  almost  entirely. 
John  Smith  Rock,  himself,  in  an  agreement  with  members  of  his 
family,  under  date  of  May  20,  1690,  and  in  his  will  dated  May  10, 
1695,  +  both  voluminous  documents,  is  named  simply  as  John  Smith; 
in  other  papers  he  made  use  of  the  "Rock." 
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Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith,  son  of  Rock  John  Smith,  in  one  of 
the  three  military  commissions  issued  to  him,  that  from  Richard, 
Earle  of  Bellomont,  under  date  of  January  23,  1698,  is  named  as 

Jonathan  Smith,  alias  Rock.  Lieutenant  Jonathan  in  a  deed  to  his 
son,  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.,  dated  March  20,  1720,  and  in  his  will  of 
March  6,  1724,  makes  no  mention  of  the  Rock. 


Jonathan  Smith  (third  generation),  son  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan, 
in  a  deed  to  his  son,  John  Smith,  dated  September  22,  1738,  calls 
himself  Jonathan  Smith  Rock,  Sr.,  but  signs  it  "Jonathan  Smith." 
In  the  body  of  a  will  made  the  same  day,  he  is  described  as  "Jona¬ 
than  Smith,  Sen.,  alias  Rock,"  but  signs  it  "Jonathan  Smith."  In 
his  final  will  of  May  13,  1746,  which  is  very  long  and  very  compli¬ 
cated,  he  makes  no  use  of  the  designation  Rock  at  all. 


Gersham  Smith  (third  generation),  son  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan 
Smith  and  brother  of  Jonathan  Smith,  in  his  will  of  October  19,  1736, 
describes  himself  as  Gersham  Rock  Smith,  but  signed  it  "Gersham 
Smith."  Neither  his  son  Gersham,  nor  his  grandson  Adam  Smith,  in 
their  full  and  explicit  wills  made  use  of  the  Rock  in  either  the 
body  of  their  wills  or  in  the  signatures. 

In  the  sixth  generation  Raynor  Smith,  in  the  Gersham  Smith 
line  of  descent,  so  called  in  the  will  of  his  father,  Adam  Smith, 
dated  June  2,  1816,  incorporated  Rock  in  his  own  name  and  in  that 
of  his  sons,  Zophar,  James,  Thomas,  Oliver,  Charles,  and  William, 
children  of  his  first  marriage,  which  was  to  Ruth  Whaley.  Therefrom 
the  line  of  descent  of  Raynor  Rock  Smith  became  the  only  branch  of 
the  family  to  which  the  historically  distinctive  designation  is  defi¬ 
nitely  attached.

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ROCK  JOHN  SMITH 


Rock  John  Smith  (first  generation)  purchased  property  first 
in  the  vicinity  of  Valley  Stream,  as  has  been  noted.  There  is  a 
deed  from  Ambros  Sutton  to  John  Smith  Rock,  dated  December  16, 
1661,  which  describes  the  property,  only,  as  being  on  the  Plains. 
There  is  another  deed  from  Richard  Ellison  to  John  Rock  Smith, 
dated  February  10,  1667,  in  which  the  property  conveyed  is  de¬ 

scribed  as  meadowland  on  the  north  side  of  a  neck  called  Rockaway, 
adjacent  to  a  place  called  Hungry  Harbor.  One  of  the  bounds  in  this 
description  is  a  bay  that  parts  Hempstead  and  Jamaica. 

Rock  John  Smith  must  have  been  an  astute  real  estate  opera¬ 
tor.  Those  purchases  at  Hungry  Harbor  were  followed  by  many  more, 
for  in  deeds  to  his  son,  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith,  dated,  respective¬ 
ly,  March  30,  1687  and  October  28,  1698,  and  by  requests  in  his  will 
of  May  10,  1695,  he  disposed  of  the  following  properties: 

All  his  home  lot  in  the  tenour  and  occupancy  of  Jonathan  Smith, 
bounded  by  John  Smith's  home  lot  on  the  north,  easterly 
and  southerly  by  the  road  and  westerly  by  the  home  lot 
in  the  tenour  of  George  Hewlett,  containing  two  and  one- 
half  acres. 

Two-thirds  of  fifty  acres  at  Tanners  Hook  Point. 

One  hundred  acres  at  Howsbay. 

Twelve  acres  of  meadows  at  Rockaway. 

Five  acres  upon  the  Indian  Lands  at  Rockaway. 

Fourteen  acres  of  meadowland  at  Coes  Little  Neck,  with  the 
upland  belonging  to  it. 

One-half  of  one  and  a  half  acres  at  the  Half  Moon. 

One  small  lot  east  of  Jonathan  Smith's  windmill  in  the  Town 
of  Hempstead. 

John  Smith  reserved  for  himself  a  life-right  in  the  fourteen 
acres  at  Coes  Neck,  which  may  have  been  his  home  at  that  time.  It 
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was  located  in  what  is  now  the  southwesterly  part  of  Freeport. 

Besides  the  properties  given  to  his  son,  Jonathan,  John  Smith 
left  these  additional  properties  to  his  son,  Joseph  Smith: 

Twelve  acres  of  meadows  at  Rockaway. 

Thirteen  acres  of  meadows  at  Hicks  Neck. 

Ten  acres  of  meadows  at  Coes  Neck,  with  the  upland  belonging 
to  it. 

Three  acres  of  land  in  the  Holly. 

One  piece  in  the  Old  Field. 

One  piece  at  the  windmill,  adjoining  Armitage's. 

In  addition  to  the  two  deeds  and  will,  John  Smith,  on  May  20, 
1690,  sixteen  years  before  his  death,  executed  a  formal  agreement  of 
nearly  a  thousand  words  which  was  signed  jointly  by  himself  and  his 
sons  Joseph  and  Jonathan,  his  daughter  Hannah  Tredwell,  and  his 
sons-in-law  Samuel  Denton,  Sr.  and  Francis  Chappell.  In  this  he 
agreed  to  make  a  division  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  during 
his  lifetime.  He,  however,  made  the  following  proviso,  which  he 
apparently  exercised: 

Whereas  I  John  Smith  senr.  ...  doe  dispose  of  my  stock  & 
land  &  meadow  unto  my  children  equally  upon  the  Conditions 
ffolowing  (viz)  that  if  I  doe  not  alter  it  before  I  dye  every¬ 
one  to  have  such  proportions  of  catle  &  land  &  medow;  ye 
Catle  to  looke  Carefully  after  them  during  My  liffe,  And  to 
remaine  liable  either  in  whole  or  part  to  bee  Cald  in  again 
ffor  my  use  iff  I  stand  in  need  or  see  Cause  to  Call  them 
in;  the  land  &  medow  alsoe  upon  the  same  tearmes  ffor  my 
children  to  enjoy  as  there  [sic]  own  proper  inheritance  un¬ 
less  I  see  Cause  or  need  to  dispose  of  ye  whole  or  any  part 
of  it  before  I  dye.  And  my  s[ai]d  children  shall  Annually 
allow  mee  same  Reasonable  rent  ffor  ye  s[ai]d  Medowland  & 
Catle  if  I  see  cause:  ... 

This  agreement  was  witnessed  by  Jeremiah  Hobart  and  Daniel 
Denton. 

According  to  the  agreement  and  the  will,  Rock  John  Smith's 
family  consisted  of  the  following: 

Sons:  John  Smith  [at  that  time  deceased],  Joseph,  and  Jonathan. 
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Daughters:  Mary,  wife  of  Samuel  Denton;  Martha  Chappell; 

and  Hannah  Tredwell. 

Grandchildren:  Timothy  and  Richard  Smith,  sons  of  John 

Smith  [deceased];  Anne  and  Mary  Rushmore,  and  William 
and  Stephen  Chappell,  children  of  Martha;  and  Sarah 
and  Mary  Smith,  presumably  daughters  of  John  Smith 
[ deceased] . 

In  the  will  of  Rock  John  Smith  made  five  years  after  the 
agreement,  Martha  Chappell  is  referred  to  as  deceased,  and  the 
granddaughter,  Sarah  Smith,  had  married  William  (?)  Pine.  John 
Smith  apparently  died  in  1706  at  the  age  of  ninety-one.  His  will 
was  proved  April  3,  1706, 

As  interesting  commentaries  on  Rock  John  Smith  and  throwing 
further  light  on  him  as  a  man,  these  two  entries,  selected  from 
among  many  references  to  him  in  the  early  Hempstead  Town  Records, 
are  given  here. 

At  a  Towne-meetng  ye  13th  of  May  [1659]  It  is  ordered  that 
John  Smith  rock  is  lycensed  by  general  vote  to  keepe  an  or- 
denary  and  is  allowed  to  sell  meat  drinck  and  Lodgeing  for 
strangers  w'th  theire  retinew;  both  for  horse  and  man,  and 
is  to  take  such  rates  for  his  enter ta inement  both  of  stranger 
as  shalbee  found  Conciderable  and  Lawfull,  And  is  to  keepe 
such  good  ordre  that  it  may  not  be  offensive  unto  ye  Lawes 
of  God  &  this  place.* 

Bee  it  known  unto  all  Men  by  these  presents,  That  I  Anna 
Wood  the  wife  of  John  Wood  formerly  of  Rode  Island,  Doe 
hereby  give  and  bequeath  unto  John  Smith  of  Hempstead  (for 
Distinction  Sake  called  Rock)  my  welbeloved  Sonne  Jonathan 
Wood  (who  will  bee  about  ye  twenty  ninth  of  September  next 
ensuing  the  date  hereof  ffoure  years  old)  for  his  owne  to  live 
and  abide  with  him  or  his  heires  untill  hee  come  to  bee  twen¬ 
ty  one  yeares  of  age.  And  the  said  John  Smith  Doth  likewise 
hereby  Ingage  himselfe  and  his  heires  to  Deale  wth  her  Son 
as  with  his  owne  And  to  provide  for  him  during  the  time  hee 
abideth  wth  him,  meat,  Drink,  lodging  and  apparell  Convenient 
and  Sufficient  for  him,  even  as  for  his  owne,  And  Doth  like¬ 
wise  Ingage  when  his  time  is  expired,  to  furnish  him  with 
two  good  suits  of  Apparrell  fitted  to  his  body,  and  to  give 
him  one  Cowe  at  his  going  away,  provided  that  hee  abide  with 
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him  the  full  terme  of  the  time  above  specified.  But  in  case 
that  ye  said  Anna  Wood  or  her  Husband  shall  see  cause  within 
a  twelvemoneth  and  a  Day  from  ye  day  of  ye  date  hereof,  to 
take  away  their  Sonne  from  the  said  John  Smith,  they  have 
their  liberty  so  to  do,  Provided  that  they  Defray  and  Dis¬ 
charge  all  such  Charges  and  expences  as  the  said  John  Smith 
hath  been  at  in  maintaining  of  him  with  food  and  Apparell  or 
other  necessaries. 

In  witnese  whereof  both  parties  Do  hereunto  mutually 
subscribe  their  hands,  this  21st  day  of  August,  in  ye  yeare 
of  our  Lord  Christ  one  thousand  Six  hundred  Sixty  two,  Stilo 
Novo .

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THE  ROCK  SMITH  FAMILY  AT  MERRICK 


Merrick  comprised  the  territory  extending  from  Merrick  River 
or  Meadowbrook  on  the  west  to  Cedar  Swamp  Creek  on  the  east.  In 
olden  times  it  was  divided  into  three  sections.  "Little  Merrick" 
lay  between  the  Merrick  River  on  the  west  and  East  Meadowbrook 
Road  (Smith  Street),  Mud  Creek,  and  Merrick  Cove  on  the  east. 
"Great  Merrick"  lay  between  Little  Merrick  and  Carman's  Creek. 
"Whale  Neck"  took  in  the  larger  section,  from  Carman's  Creek  on 
the  west  to  Cedar  Swamp  Creek.  Merrick  Avenue  extends  through 
the  center  of  the  Whale  Neck  section. 

John  Alburtis'  mill  was  probably  a  tide-water  grist  mill  at 
the  head  of  navigation  in  Merrick  River  or  Meadowbrook.  This  lo¬ 
cation  is  about  one  thousand  feet  south  of  the  Merrick  Road  and  a 
few  feet  east  of  the  line  of  the  Meadowbrook  Causeway  now  being 
constructed  by  the  Long  Island  State  Park  Commission.  In  later 
years  the  general  location  of  the  mill  was  known  as  the  Smith  dock. 
Fifty  years  ago  there  was  a  deep  hole  in  the  very  hard  bottom  of 
the  brook  at  this  dock,  such  as  is  found  at  the  end  of  a  mill-race, 
with  well-preserved  ends  of  timbers  sticking  up  from  the  bottom  and 
water-soaked  pieces  of  planking  lying  around.  Old  people  said  it 
was  an  old  mill  site. 

Assuming  that  Tanners  Hook  Point,  the  Half  Moon  Hollow,  and 
also,  possibly,  Howsbay  were  Merrick  properties,  the  real  estate 
holdings  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith  (second  generation)  were 
mostly  in  Merrick.  The  deed  he  gave  to  his  son,  Jonathan,  under 
date  of  March  28,  1720,  must  have  taken  in  all  his  real  property, 
for  in  his  will  of  March  6,  1724,  drawn  just  before  his  death,  in 
which  a  trust  was  established  for  his  daughter  Mary,  personal  prop¬ 
erty  only  was  bequeathed. 
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The  properties  conveyed  to  Jonathan  Smith  (third  generation) 

were: 

The  farm  bought  from  John  Baldwin  situated  at  Merrick  wood- 
edge  on  the  west  side  of  the  road.  Bounded  on  the  east 
by  Merrick  Path,  on  the  west  by  Grassy  Pond,  on  the 
north  by  a  fence,  and  on  the  south  partly  by  a  fence 
and  partly  by  the  East  and  West  Swamps,  down  to  a 
point  or  place  where  both  swamps  meet. 

One  hollow  lying  on  the  Plains  near  Caleb  Carman,  Junior's, 
containing  about  an  acre. 

Three-fifths  part  of  the  hollow  lying  near  Herrick's  (Mer¬ 
rick?)  woodedge,  called  Half  Moon  Hollow. 

One  lot  of  meadow  lying  on  Little  Merrick,  bounded  on  the 
west  by  the  creek,  on  the  east  and  north  and  south  by 
meadowland  belonging  to  Thomas  Gildersleeve. 

One  lot  of  meadow  on  Little  Merrick,  bounded  on  the  north  by 
an  island  of  upland,  on  the  west  by  the  Wood  family, 
on  the  east  by  a  piece  of  meadow  previously  given  to 
his  son  John  Smith,  and  on  the  south  by  the  Cove. 

One  piece  of  land  and  boggy  meadow  lying  by  Merrick  Swamp- 
side,  called  Gildersleeve '  s  Old  Yard,  bounded  west  by 
the  swamp,  north  by  Thomas  Gildersleeve '  s  land  and 
meadows,  east  and  south  by  the  Highway. 

One  piece  of  land  on  Little  Merrick  within  the  Neck,  bounded 
east  by  the  Grape  Swamp,  south  by  Jonathan  Smith, 
Black,  west  and  north  by  the  Highway. 

One-sixth  part  in  all  rights  to  common  and  undivided  lands 
and  meadows  in  the  Township  of  Hempstead. 

Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith  had  wife  —  Grace,  daughter  of  Adam 
Mott  and  Ann  Hewlett;  and  sons  —  Thomas,  Jonathan,  Jr.,  Adam, 
John,  Gersham,  James,  and  Benjamin.  In  his  will  of  March  6,  1724, 
he  does  not  mention  his  sons,  except  that  in  naming  his  granddaugh¬ 
ter  Grace,  he  says,  "She  is  the  daughter  of  my  eldest  son,  Thomas." 
The  trust  set  up  for  his  daughter,  Mary,  who  was  apparently  an  in¬ 
valid,  was  for  146  pounds,  eight  shillings,  in  cash.  John  Tredwell, 
Jr.  and  James  Smith  were  named  as  trustees  of  the  fund. 

There  were  three  military  commissions  issued  from  Fort  Wil¬ 
liam  Henry,  Lake  George,  to  Jonathan  Smith,  dated  January  10, 
1690,  July  9,  1697,  and  January  23,  1698  respectively.  The  first  is 
signed  by  Jacob  Leisler,  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  Commander  in 
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Chief;  the  second  is  signed  by  the  Governor  with  these  distinguished 
titles: 


Benjamin  Fletcher,  Capt.  Genl.  and  Governour  in  Chiefe  of  his 
Maj:ties  Province  of  New  Yorke  &  all  the  territories  and 
Tracts  of  Land  depending  thereon  in  America  &  Vice  Admirall 
of  the  same,  his  Maj:ties  Lieut.  &  Commander  in  Chiefe  of 
the  Millitia  &  of  all  the  forces  by  Sea  and  Land  within  his 
Maj:ties  Collony  of  Connecticutt  &  of  all  the  Forts  &  places 
of  Strength  within  the  same. 

The  third  is  signed  by  Richard,  Earle  of  Bellomont. 

The  lines  of  descent  of  two  of  the  sons  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan 
Smith — Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.  and  Gersham  Smith — have  been  followed 
to  the  present  time.  The  line  of  Jonathan,  Jr.  (third  generation) 
continued  in  the  ownership  and  occupancy  of  the  Merrick  farm  while 
those  of  the  Gersham  Smith  line  located  more  particularly  at  Free¬ 
port.  While  Jonathan  Smith  of  the  second  generation  is  referred  to 
as  "Lieutenant"  to  distinguish  him  from  others  bearing  the  name  that 
was  so  popular,  he  is  not  mentioned  as  such  in  the  old  papers,  with 
the  exception  of  the  military  commissions.  In  a  deed  from  Richard 
Osborne  to  Adam  Smith,  dated  June  23,  1705,  Adam  is  named  as  "Adam 
Smith,  son  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith,"  Jonathan  Smith's  regular 
vocation  seems  to  have  been  that  of  a  farmer,  supplemented  at  times 
by  work  as  a  surveyor.  The  "Jonathan  Smith  Rock,  Senior,  lately 
deceased"  mentioned  as  a  surveyor,  with  Thomas  Gildersleeve,  in  a 
deed  from  James  Smith  to  Jonathan  Smith,  dated  July  21,  1724,  al¬ 
ludes,  I  am  sure,  to  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith  of  the  second  gen¬ 
eration.  His  military  activities  seem  to  have  been  temporary  as- 
s  ignments . 

The  old  family  homestead  at  Merrick  stood  on  the  north  side 
of  the  Merrick  Road  at  what  would  now  be  about  half-way  between 
Smith  Street  or  East  Meadow  Brook  Road  and  Central  Boulevard.  This 
boulevard  passes  through  the  site  of  the  old  farm  barns  and  barn 
yard.  It  is  quite  likely  the  extreme  westerly  end  of  the  old  home¬ 
stead  was  built  by  Richard  Gildersleeve  or  Lieutenant  Jonathan 
Smith.  It  was  a  picturesque,  rambling  old  place  and  had  been  add¬ 
ed  to  many  times  as  children  married  and  stayed  on  the  farm.  The 
frame  of  the  house  was  of  oak  beams  hewn  twelve  inches  square. 
The  shingles  and  shingle  lath,  as  well  as  the  nails  with  their  broad 
heads,  were  hand-made.  The  huge  fireplace  in  the  west  room  was

The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  have  selected  the  site  of  the 
old  homestead  for  placing  one  of  the  historical  markers  furnished  by  the  New 
York  State  Education  Department.  The  marker  will  bear  this  legend:

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equipped  with  all  manner  of  cooking  appliances  and  had  doubtless 
been  used  for  generations.  There  was  a  quantity  of  stone  masonry 
in  the  fireplace,  around  the  cellar,  and  in  the  foundation  for  the 
immense  caldron  for  heating  water  at  butchering  times.  As  there 
is  no  stone  on  the  south  side  of  Long  Island,  i t  seems  likely  this 
stone  had  been  drawn  by  yokes  of  oxen  from  Jericho  or  Roslyn  on 
the  north  side,  a  distance  of  at  least  ten  miles. 

This  house  was  doubtless  the  home  of  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.  and 
Gersham  Smith,  sons  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith,  and  the  birth¬ 
place  of  John,  Henry,  and  Cornell  Smith,  of  the  fourth  generation, 
and  children  in  intervening  generations,  ending  with  Charles  C. 
Smith,  Harvey  B.  Smith,  and  Valentine  W.  Smith,  of  the  eighth. 

After  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.  (third  generation)  had  received  the 
numerous  properties  assembled  by  his  grandfather  John  Smith  Rock, 
and  his  father  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith,  he  acquired  other  prop¬ 
erties  at  Merrick  of  considerable  account.  They  consisted  of  the 
following: 

One  piece  from  Thomas  Gildersleeve  and  Elisha  Gildersleeve, 
his  son,  which  consisted  of  a  tract  of  land  and  mead¬ 
ows  on  the  west  side  of  Merrick  Neck,  bounded  north 
by  the  Neck  fence,  east  by  James  Smith,  R.  and  Jona¬ 
than  Smith's  fences,  south  by  Thomas  and  Elisha  Gilder- 
sleeve's  and  Jonathan  Smith  Rock's  fences  and  west  by 
the  river.  Consideration  40  Pounds. 

One  house  and  four  parcels  of  ground  from  James  Smith.  The 
house  with  some  bogs  adjoining  was  described  as  on  the 
east  side  of  the  highway  that  leads  to  the  meadows. 

Also,  from  James  Smith,  a  parcel  of  land  on  the  west  side 
of  Merrick  Neck,  bounded  west  by  the  river  and  north 
by  the  highway  which  leads  across  the  Neck. 

Another  on  the  east  side  of  Merrick  River  at  the  foddering 
place,  bounded  west  by  the  river  and  east  by  the  highway 
that  leads  to  Merrick  meadows.  Containing  23  acres. 

Another,  the  equal  half  part  of  a  piece  which  was  surveyed  by 
Jonathan  Smith  Rock,  Sr.,  lately  deceased,  and  Thomas 
Gildersleeve.  It  is  a  triangular  piece,  bounded  north 
by  a  red  oak,  on  the  east  side  of  Merrick  Path,  south 
by  a  white  oak  near  James  Smith's  house  and  a  black 
oak  on  the  east  side  of  the  Path  that  is  near  the  house 
that  was  Thomas  Gildersleeve '  s ,  thence  north  to  the 
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first  red  oak.  Containing  29  acres. 

Also,  the  equal  one-half  of  another  piece  of  1 1 2  acres  lying 
near  the  Round  Swamp  on  the  east  side  of  Whale  Neck 

Path,  as  it  was  surveyed  by  Samuel  Clowes  May  3,  1712. 

Consideration  for  all  100  Pounds. 

These  properties  taken  together  embrace  much  of  the  western 
section  of  Merrick  and  doubtless  include  the  lands  on  which  Richard 
Gildersleeve  settled  soon  after  arriving  on  Long  Island  in  1644  and 
which  has  belonged  to  the  Smith  family  for  so  many  generations. 
After  the  deed  of  June  2,  1724  from  Thomas  and  Elisha  Gildersleeve 
to  Jonathan  Smith  Rock  there  is  no  further  reference  to  Gildersleeve 
ownership  of  property  in  Merrick  in  the  old  papers. 

Only  fourteen  years  after  Jonathan  Smith  had  received  the 

deed  from  his  father  and  had  acquired  the  additional  properties  in 

Merrick,  he  transferred  all  to  his  son  John  Smith  by  deed  dated 
September  22,  1738.  The  properties  described  in  this  deed  can  be 
identified  as  the  southern  part  of  the  farm  as  owned  by  William 
Smith  (sixth  generation)  more  than  one  hundred  years  later.  The 
several  properties  conveyed  in  this  deed  are  described  thus: 

About  100  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  Mill  River  of  James 
Alburtis  upon  the  road  or  common  highway  which  leads 
from  the  neck,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  path  which 
comes  from  Little  Merrick  to  the  mill  of  James  Alburtis, 
thence  running  by  the  path  which  leads  between  the  land 
of  the  said  Jonathan  Smith  and  his  brother,  James  Smith, 
thence  to  the  river  or  slough  called  Merrick  River, 
thence  by  main  brook  to  the  first  station. 

A  piece  to  the  eastward  of  James  Alburtis',  adjoining  his 
land,  southerly  by  Jonathan  Smith,  alias  Black  (for  dis¬ 
tinction).  This  land  lies  easterly  of  a  ditch  made  be¬ 
tween  lands  of  said  Jonathan  Smith  and  his  brother, 
James  Smith,  and  runs  to  the  highway  or  road  from  the 
Neck  to  Hempstead.  Containing  50  acres. 

Also  a  piece  of  meadowland  upon  an  island  in  Little  Merrick 
containing  about  40  acres,  bounded  by  a  white  oak  tree 
upon  the  said  island,  between  the  meadows  of  James 
Smith,  aforesaid,  and  the  said  Jonathan  Smith  Rock, 
running  southerly  by  the  said  James  Smith's  land  to  a 
Cove,  southerly  along  said  cove,  thence  northerly  by  a 
stake  between  John  Smith  Rock  and  Jonathan  Smith  Rock 
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upon  an  island,  from  thence  till  it  comes  to  the  said 
stake  between  said  James  Smith  and  the  last  mentioned 
Jonathan  Smith  and  then  to  the  first  station. 

Jonathan  Smith,  on  September  22,  1738,  the  same  day  he  dis¬ 
posed  of  his  real  property  by  deed,  made  a  will  providing  for  the 
distribution  of  his  personal  estate.  In  the  will  he  mentions  his 
wife  Elizabeth;  his  sons  John,  Henry,  and  Cornell;  and  his  daugh¬ 
ters  Philonah,  Hannah,  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Elias  Cornelius,  and  Jane, 
wife  of  Benjamin  Haviland.  This  will,  which  is  very  long,  was  su¬ 
perseded  by  another  dated  May  14,  1746,  proved  September  13,  1748. 
In  this  latter  will  he  bequeaths  to  his  wife  Elizabeth  some  of  his 
personal  effects  and  his  best  riding  mare;  also,  a  third  part  of  the 
use  of  the  farm  and  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  east  room  of  the 
house  during  her  widowhood.  His  sons  John  and  Henry  Smith  and 
Timothy  Bedell  are  named  executors. 

Between  September  22,  1738  and  May  14,  1746  his  daughter 

Elizabeth,  who  was  the  wife  of  Elias  Cornelius,  had  become  the 
wife  of  Ezekiel  Matthews,  and  his  daughter  Hannah  had  married 
Timothy  Bedell. 

In  his  will  of  May  14,  1746,  Jonathan  Smith  refers  to  his 
brother  Gersham,  deceased,  and  Gersham  Smith  in  his  will  of  Sep¬ 
tember  8,  1736,  named  his  brother  Jonathan  Smith  an  executor.

THE  NAME  "VALENTINE” 


John  Smith  (  1717-1778  )  of  the  fourth  generation,  who  took 
title  to  the  Merrick  farm  through  deed  from  his  father,  Jonathan 
Smith,  September  22,  1738,  married  Rachel  Valentine.  It  was  from 
Rachel  Valentine  that  the  name  "Valentine”  made  its  way  into  the 
Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.  line  of  descent. 

There  was  Valentine  Smith  (1791-1873),  grandson  of  John  Smith 
and  Rachel  Valentine,  in  the  sixth  generation;  Valentine  Smith  (1820- 
1827),  son  of  Joseph  Smith  and  Harriet  Raynor;  Valentine  Smith 
(  1830-1911),  son  of  William  and  Amy  Mott  Smith,  in  the  seventh; 
and  Valentine  W.  Smith,  son  of  J.  Gilbert  Smith  and  Mary  Powell, 
the  author  of  this  monograph,  in  the  eighth. 

Rachel  Valentine,  as  shown  in  the  family  Bible  record,  a 
transcript  of  which  is  given  in  the  Appendix,  died  March  31,  1819 
at  the  age  of  85  years,  11  months,  and  22  days.  In  the  will  of  her 
husband,  dated  August  18,  1777,  in  which  he  left  the  Merrick  farm 
to  his  only  son,  Joseph  Smith,  is  this  proviso: 

I  order  that  my  beloved  Wife  Rachel  shall  have  the  Use  of 
the  One  third  part  of  my  homested,  with  the  Eastermost  dwell¬ 
ing  Room  in  my  House  and  the  two  Bedrooms  adjoining  said 
Room  as  long  as  she  shall  remain  my  Widow. 

This  life-right,  therefore,  remained  in  effect  for  more  than  forty 
years . 


The  first  Valentine  Smith*  lived  in  Hempstead  and  owned  the 
"American  Hotel"  near  Fulton  Ferry,  Brooklyn,  a  favorite  stopping- 
place  for  Long  Island  people  who  drove  in  to  the  city  with  horse 
and  carriage.  He  married  twice;  his  first  wife,  Margaret  M.  Tut- 
hill,  died  in  1823,  and  the  second,  Sarah  Willett,  in  1871.  There 
were  no  children  in  either  family. 
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NOTE 

*A  portrait  was  made  in  1848,  in  his  fifty-eighth  year.  This  was 
inherited  by  his  nephew,  his  other  namesake,  Valentine  Smith,  at 
whose  death,  in  1911,  it  came  to  me  as  a  gift  from  his  daughters, 
Henrietta  and  Amy  M.  Smith.  It  now  hangs  in  my  private  room  in 
the  Bank  of  the  Manhattan  Company  at  Jamaica.  VWS.

THE  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR  PERIOD 


Joseph  Smith  (1754-1844),  of  the  f  if  th  gene  ration,  was  twenty- 
two  years  of  age  when  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  signed 
on  July  4,  1776. 

Numerous  inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  whether  there  is  any¬ 
thing  in  the  old  papers  relative  to  parts  taken  by  some  of  our  an¬ 
cestors  in  the  war  of  the  American  Revolution.  There  is  nothing. 
The  inhabitants  of  Long  Island  were  in  a  most  difficult  position 
all  through  the  war.  They  lacked  opportunity  for  expression  or  for 
centralization  of  purpose;  they  did  not,  nor  could  they,  take  an  ag¬ 
gressive  part  against  the  British.  The  Battle  of  Long  Island  was 
fought  and  lost  August  27,  1776,  less  than  sixty  days  after  the 

signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  from  then  on  through¬ 
out  the  war  Long  Island  was  in  possession  of  the  British.  Their 
vessels  were  in  New  York  harbor  to  the  west,  in  the  harbors  and 
bays  along  the  north  side  of  the  Island,  and  in  Gardiner's  Bay  to 
the  east.  The  presence  of  an  invading  army  and  the  constant  sur¬ 
veillance  they  exercised  was  irksome  to  those  peace-loving  farmers, 
but  since  cattle  and  farm  products  were  at  the  call  of  the  British 
soldiery  anyway  there  was  little  object  in  resistance,  and  the  far¬ 
mers'  supplies  seem  not  to  have  been  drawn  upon  to  the  point  of  des¬ 
titution. 

Quite  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  easterly  part  of 
Long  Island  gathered  together  what  they  could  and  were  conveyed  in 
boats  across  the  Sound  to  the  shore  of  Connecticut.  This  gave  some 
an  opportunity  to  enlist  in  the  Continental  cause  but  many  of  them 
and  their  families  became  public  charges  and  their  lot  was  worse 
than  that  of  those  who  remained.  There  were  bitter  encounters  at 
times  in  some  of  the  towns  at  the  head  of  harbors  or  bays  on  the 
north  side,  and  there  is  a  legend,  which  seems  to  have  had  its  au¬ 
thenticity  recognized,  according  to  which  there  was  an  encounter 
in  Swift  Creek,  inside  of  Jones  or  New  Inlet,  south  of  Merrick,

where  a  whale  boat  manned  by  British  sailors  bent  on  forage  was 
set  upon  by  the  farmers  and  driven  back. 

From  the  fact  that  the  first  child  of  Joseph  Smith  was  not 
born  until  1791,  when  Joseph  was  thirty-seven  years  of  age,  several 
years  after  the  war  ended,  it  could  be  inferred  that  his  marriage 
was  delayed  on  account  of  the  troublous  times.  Joseph  Smith  and 
Elizabeth  Gildersleeve  had  seven  sons,  only  two  of  whom,  Joseph 
(1793-1870)  and  William  (1805-1884),  left  sons. 

Tardiness  in  marriage,  childless  marriages,  and  bachelorhood 
has  been  characteristic  in  the  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.  branches  of  the 
family.  A  list  of  those  living  at  intervals  of  ten  years,  1820  to 
1930,  recorded  later,  is  indicative  of  a  terminating  trend.

GERSHAM  SMITH  -  GENERATIONS  AND  FAMILIES 


Gersham  Smith  of  the  third  generation  was  one  of  the  seven 
sons  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan  Smith,  and  a  brother  of  Jonathan  Smith, 

Jr. 


The  tendency  toward  tardiness  in  marriage  noted  in  the  lines 
of  descent  in  the  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr.  family  has  not  been  true  in 
those  of  Gersham  Smith.  This  more  natural  succession  of  genera¬ 
tions  gives  strength  to  the  belief,  noted  in  the  statistical  list  of 
generations,  that  the  two  Gersham  Smiths — who  died  in  1736  and  1795, 
respectively,  fifty-nine  years  apart — both  being  old  men  as  judged 
by  the  nature  and  provisions  of  their  wills,  were  not  more  nearly 
related  than  grandfather  and  grandson,  and  that  one  generation  in 
the  Gersham  Smith  line  of  descent  must  be  missing.  In  this  com¬ 
pilation,  however,  the  record  adhered  to  by  the  family  is  followed 
and  the  two  Gershams  are  considered  as  being  of  the  third  and  fourth 
generations. 

Raynor  Rock  Smith  of  the  sixth  generation  had  more  than  twen¬ 
ty  children,  and  his  descendants  are  numerous.  In  the  preparation 
of  this  monograph  only  the  line  of  William  Rock  Smith  (1818-1893), 
the  sixth  son  of  Raynor  Rock  Smith,  has  been  followed.  There  are 
thirteen  of  these  descendants  in  the  male  lines  now  living,  all  of 
whom  are  named  herewith. 

The  original  homestead  of  Raynor  Rock  Smith  was  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Mill  Road  a  few  hundred  feet  south  of  the  Merrick  Road 
corner  and  was  within  the  present  bounds  of  the  Freeport  stadium. 
The  home  of  his  father,  Adam  Smith,  was  a  little  to  the  west  on 
what  was  known  as  Turk's  Island.  In  the  first  part  of  the  nine¬ 
teenth  century,  Raynor  Rock  Smith  erected  a  more  commodious  home 
on  the  north  side  of  the  Merrick  Road  just  north  of  the  old  home. 

This  place  adjoined  on  the  west  the  Merrick  farm,  already  described

fully.  The  line  between  Merrick  and  Freeport  passes  between  the 
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RAYNOR  ROCK  SMITH  HOMESTEAD  AS  IT  APPEARED  ABOUT  1880

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two  places.  The  Board  of  Education  of  Freeport  recently  built  a 
public  school  building  a  little  to  the  north  of  the  Raynor  Rock 
Smith  home  site.  The  Meadowbrook  Causeway  is  being  constructed 
a  short  distance  to  the  east. 

Raynor  Rock  Smith  was  a  famous  wrecking  master  before  the 
United  States  Life  Saving  Service  was  established,  and  was  in 
charge  at  many  ship  disasters,  the  most  notable  being  in  the  winter 
of  1836-7  when  the  ships  BRISTOL  and  MEXICO,  both  from  Liver¬ 
pool  and  carrying  Irish  emigrants,  were  stranded  in  heavy  weather. 
All  on  board  the  BRISTOL,  to  the  number  of  eighty,  perished,  and 
of  the  one  hundred  and  sixteen  on  the  MEXICO  all  but  eight  were 
drowned  or  frozen  to  death.  The  BRISTOL  was  wrecked  at  the  west¬ 
erly  end  of  Long  Beach,  opposite  East  Rockaway,  and  the  MEXICO  on 
the  more  easterly  part,  opposite  Christian  Hook  (Oceanside). 

About  sixty  of  the  dead  from  the  MEXICO,  all  stiffly  frozen, 
were  brought  from  the  beach,  piled  crosswise  on  wooden  sleds,  and 
placed  in  the  barn  of  John  Lott,  at  Hicks  Neck,  until  a  plot  in  the 
old  Sand  Hill  cemetery  at  Pearsall's  (Lynbrook),  donated  for  the 
purpose  by  Peter  T.  Hewlett  of  East  Rockaway,  could  be  made  ready 
for  the  burials.  Lumber  for  the  burial  cases  was  furnished  by 
Oliver  S.  Denton  of  East  Rockaway.  The  monument  which  stands  at 
the  end  of  the  trench  grave  was  purchased  and  prepared  at  Sing  Sing, 
New  York,  and  brought  to  East  Rockaway  by  sloop.* 

Several  descendants  of  Raynor  Rock  Smith  devoted  their  lives 
to  the  United  States  Life  Saving  and  Coast  Guard  Service. 

William  Rock  Smith  of  the  seventh  generation,  son  of  Raynor 
Rock  Smith,  with  his  son,  Walter  Rock  Smith,  lived  on  upper  Main 
Street,  Freeport.  They  were  boat  builders,  the  latter  being  an 
expert  in  wood  finishing.  Between  1870  and  1890  they  built  what 
were  probably  the  largest  vessels  ever  constructed  in  Freeport. 
These  were  the  sloops  MARY  R.  SMITH,  WALTER  R.  SMITH,  ANNIE 
A.  SMITH,  and  DEMOCRAT,  and  the  two-topmast  schooner  ENTER¬ 
PRISE.  These  vessels  were  all  built  on  the  east  side  of  Main 
Street,  across  the  road  from  the  William  R.  Smith  homestead,  and 
had  to  be  blocked  to  Freeport  Creek,  a  mile  away,  for  launching.

THE  MERRICK  FARM  -  WILLIAM  SMITH 


Joseph  Smith,  of  the  fifth  generation,  left  the  Merrick  Farm 
to  his  son  William  Smith,  who  was  the  last  of  the  succeeding  gen¬ 
erations  to  own  it  in  its  entirety.  It  consisted  of  three  hundred 
or  more  acres,  and  extended  from  the  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turn¬ 
pike  on  the  north  and  northwest  almost  to  Wood's  Point  on  the  creek 
to 'the  south,  a  distance  of  more  than  a  mile.  From  east  to  west 
it  was  identical  with  "Little  Merrick."  The  Merrick  Road  crosses 
the  center  of  the  property.  This  particular  piece  of  road  was  a- 
bout  a  mile  and  a  half  in  length  and  connected  the  Hempstead  and 
Babylon  Turnpike  at  the  obtuse  angle  in  Merrick  (Dr.  Wheeler's  cor¬ 
ner)  with  Washburn's  Neck,  Freeport,  at  Raynor's  Mill. 


The  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turnpike  was  originally  a  section 
of  the  fine,  wide  thoroughfare  that  extended  from  Fulton  Ferry, 
Brooklyn,  the  point  on  Long  Island  nearest  to  New  York,  to  East 
New  York,  Jamaica,  Hempstead,  Merrick,  and  Babylon;  then  on  to 
the  east  to  Canoe  Place  and  the  Hamptons;  now  all  the  way  to  Mon- 
tauk  Point.  From  Brooklyn  to  Hempstead  the  highway  runs  almost 
in  the  center  of  the  island.  It  is  called  Fulton  Street  through 
Brooklyn  to  East  New  York;  Jamaica  Avenue  to  Jamaica;  Hempstead 
Turnpike  to  West  Hempstead,  and  Front  Street  in  Hempstead  to  the 
point  where  it  veers  to  the  southeast  at  Greenwich  Street.  From

Joseph  Smith,  of  the  fifth  generation,  left  the  Merrick  Farm 
to  his  son  William  Smith,  who  was  the  last  of  the  succeeding  gen¬ 
erations  to  own  it  in  its  entirety.

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to  the  east,  are  now  parts  of  the  Merrick  Road.  The  Merrick  Road 
west  toward  Jamaica  was  pieced  together  later.  In  the  late  1850's 
or  early  60's  the  swampy  places  in  this  road  were  planked  across 
and  it  was  called  the  "Merrick  and  Jamaica  Plank  Road." 

The  area  of  the  farm  was  lessened  three  times;  first,  by  the 
right-of-way  sold  to  the  South  Side  Railroad,  in  about  1868;  second, 
through  purchase  by  the  City  of  Brooklyn  of  all  the  swamp  land  ly¬ 
ing  between  the  Merrick  Road  and  the  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turn¬ 
pike  for  part  of  its  water-supply  system;  and  last,  by  sale  to  the 
City  of  a  strip  of  land  for  a  cast-iron  conduit  line.  (This  con¬ 
duit  line  is  now  covered  by  the  Sunrise  Highway.)  *  o  o  o ^  ^

Smith  was  born  in  the  old  homestead  at  Merrick  Jan 


uary  11,  1805,  and  died  there  August  10,  1884.  On  the  Sunday  after¬ 
noon  of  his  death  the  most  severe  earthquake  that  has  taken  place 
on  Long  Island  during  my  lifetime  occurred.  He  was  a  tall,  au¬ 
stere  type  of  man,  always  well-dressed,  and  usually  wore  a  long, 
thin,  gold  chain  about  his  neck  attached  to  an  open-face  watch  in 
the  pocket  of  his  embroidered  waistcoat.  He  looked  and  acted  the 
part  of  a  gentleman  farmer.  In  early  life  he  suffered  a  sunstroke 
and  ever  afterward  took  great  care  of  himself.  While  his  sons, 
Elijah  and  J.  Gilbert  Smith,  carried  on  the  activities  of  the  farm, 
he  never  allowed  them  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  he  was  "boss." 


A  few  years  before  the  death  of  his  father,  Elijah  Smith 


built  the  large  white  house  (still  standing)  close  to  the  back  of 


the  old  homestead;  the  old  gentleman,  however,  could  not  be  induced 
to  leave  the  home  of  his  life,  and  continued  to  live  there  until  he 
died.  At  his  death  the  older  part  of  the  house  was  torn  down  and 
the  remaining  part  moved  back  and  used  for  the  storage  of  roots  and 
farm  machinery.  This,  too,  was  demolished  in  1928. 

William  Smith  left  the  greater  part  of  his  property  north  of 
the  Merrick  Road  to  his  son  Elijah  Smith,  and  most  of  that  to  the 
south  to  his  son  J.  Gilbert  Smith.

THE  SMITH  FAMILY  BURYING  GROUND 


The  Smith  family  burying  ground  was  directly  back  of  Christ 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Hempstead.  With  the  exception  of  the  church 
buildings  and  the  manse,  the  cemetery  comprised  the  whole  block  east 
of  the  railroad  station,  bounded  by  Fulton  and  Washington  Streets 
and  Nichols  Court.  By  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  a  few  years  ago 
this  cemetery  was  converted  into  a  village  park  and  the  graves  and 
gravestones  were  flattened  and  covered  over.  I  examined  the  stones 
in  the  family  plot  shortly  before  this  took  place  and  believe  some 
of  all  the  past  generations  of  the  family  were  buried  there.  In 
many  cases  the  inscriptions  were  so  obliterated  that,  at  most,  only 
parts  of  names  or  dates  could  be  deciphered.  Valentine  Smith  (1791- 
1873)  of  the  sixth  generation,  brother  of  William  Smith,  was  the 
last  of  the  family  to  be  interred  there. 
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CHURCHES 


The  first  church  in  these  parts  was  the  Methodist  church, 
built  in  1833,  at  the  corner  of  the  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turnpike 
and  Seaman  Avenue,  Freeport.  In  1859  the  congregation  moved  into 
a  newly-erected  church  building  on  Main  Street  a  short  distance  to 
the  south  of  the  1849  church  of  the  Presbyterians;  this  section  had 
become  populous  rather  than  the  area  at  the  intersection  of  Hemp¬ 
stead  and  Babylon  Turnpike,  Seaman  Avenue,  and  Crooked  Avenue,  as 
had  been  expected. 

In  1849  Christ  Presbyterian  Church  of  Hempstead  had  estab¬ 
lished  a  branch  or  mission  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  Free¬ 
port,  then  called  Raynor  South.  The  congregation  increased  so  ra¬ 
pidly  that  in  1859,  only  ten  years  later,  the  present  church  building 
on  Church  Street  was  erected.  William  and  Amy  M.  Smith  trans¬ 
ferred  their  memberships  from  the  old  church  at  Hempstead  to  the 
newly-formed  church  at  Freeport,  and  at  their  deaths  in  1884  and 
1877,  respectively,  were  buried  in  the  Freeport  cemetery.  When 
the  Board  of  Education  took  the  cemetery  property  for  a  high  school 
their  remains  were  removed  to  Greenfield  Cemetery,  Hempstead. 


The  chapel  adjoining  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Free¬ 
port  was  built  in  1875  and  was  presented  to  the  Church  by  Mrs. 
George  W.  Bergen  (Susan  Carman)  as  a  memorial  to  her  mother  Eliz¬ 
abeth  Carman.  Elizabeth  Carman  was  a  sister  of  William  Smith. 


When  the  congregation  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  moved 
into  its  new  building  in  1859  the  original  church  building  was  sold 
and  converted  into  business  property.  In  1875  the  ground  floor  of 
the  converted  building  was  occupied  by  the  drug  store  of  William 
E.  Golder,  and  the  apartment  above  was  the  home  of  Dr.  John  H.  B. 
Denton.  It  was  there  on  August  30,  1875  that  Lila  Carman  Denton 
(Mrs.  Valentine  W.  Smith)  was  born.  Dr.  Denton  was  a  lineal  de¬ 
scendant  of  Rev.  Richard  Denton,  in  the  eighth  generation.

THE  ROAD  HOUSE  AND  STAGE-COACH  STOP 


Joseph  Smith  (1793-1870)  and  his  brother  Philetus  Smith 
(  1799-1843)  of  the  sixth  generation,  left  the  Merrick  Farm  and 
set  up  a  road  house  on  the  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turnpike  about 
a  mile  north  of  the  Merrick  Road,  where  the  Turnpike  makes  a  bend 
to  the  west  across  the  Meadowbrook  swamp  to  the  high  ground  ex¬ 
tending  to  Hempstead  and  across  the  Island.  This  road  house  was 
the  stage-coach  stop  on  the  route  from  Brooklyn  to  Babylon,  via  Ja¬ 
maica  and  Hempstead.  It  was  the  Post  Office  and  center  for  Mer¬ 
rick,  East  Meadow,  and  Freeport.  Later  the  road-house  feature 
was  discontinued,  and  for  many  years  Carman  Smith  carried  on  a  gen¬ 
eral-store  business  there. 

During  the  Civil  War  a  ninety-seven-foot  mast  from  a  schooner 
wrecked  on  the  shore  was  set  up  as  a  "Liberty  Pole"  in  front  of  this 
store  and  remained  standing  for  thirty  years.  The  "Hempstead  Senti¬ 
nel"  of  May  1,  1862,  said  of  the  flag-raising  ceremonies: 

Wednesday  of  last  week  the  promised  flag  raising  took 
place  in  front  of  the  store  of  Carman  Smith,  at  Merrick.  Al¬ 
though  the  weather  was  not  propitious  a  large  company  assem¬ 
bled. 

Seaman  Snedeker  was  called  upon  to  preside.  Mr.  Scud- 
der  of  the  Methodist  Church  commenced  the  exercises  by  prayer 
and  immediately  after  Col.  Wood  was  introduced  to  the  audi¬ 
ence.  After  a  short  speech  the  Col.  raised  the  flag  amid  the 
cheers  of  the  people.  Addresses  were  made  by  Edmund  Driggs, 
Esq.,  and  Judge  Rossiter  of  Brooklyn.  The  exercises  were 
enlivened  by  some  very  fine  music  from  our  Hempstead  Band, 
who  were  well  taken  care  of  at  Carman  Smith's  where  tea, 
coffee  and  other  refreshments  were  in  waiting  for  them.  The 
guests  from  Brooklyn  with  some  other  friends  were  invited 
to  the  house  of  Joseph  Smith,  across  the  way,  where  they  par¬ 
took  of  a  substantial  dinner  prepared  for  the  occasion.

This  was  the  birthplace  of  Samuel  R.  Smith  and  Emily  E.  Wallace 
of  the  eighth  generation,  and  doubtless,  also,  of  Carman  Smith,  Valentine 
Smith,  Eliza  Ann  Powell,  Mary  Johnson,  Sidney  Smith,  Nelson  H.  Smith, 
and  Emily  J.  Pearsall,  children  of  Joseph  Smith  and  Harriet  Raynor  of  the 
seventh  generation.

VALENTINE  SMITH  OF  THE  SEVENTH  GENERATION 


Valentine  Smith  (1830  -  1911),  second  son  of  William  Smith, 
left  the  Merrick  Farm  upon  his  marriage  to  Mary  Carman  in  1854 
and  bought  a  farm  at  Greenwich  Point  (Roosevelt).  This  farm  he  ran 
with  his  sons  William  C.,  Franklin  V.,  and  Alvin  G.  Smith,  until 
the  marriage  of  William  C.  to  Annie  Maria  Tredwell,  when  he  relin¬ 
quished  the  farm  to  him  and  bought  a  paper-mill  property  on  Meadow- 
brook  north  of  Merrick.  This  property  was  afterward  purchased  by 
the  City  of  Brooklyn  as  a  part  of  its  water-supply  system.  He  then 
moved  to  Freeport  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  there. 

Valentine  Smith  was  a  man  of  strong  religious  convictions. 
In  his  early  life  at  Greenwich  Point  he  built  a  chapel  on  his  farm, 
and  for  many  years,  with  the  assistance  of  the  members  of  his  own 
family  and  a  few  others,  conducted  a  Sunday  School  there.  That 
chapel,  fronting  the  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turnpike,  was  rebuilt 
and  enlarged,  and  is  now  a  regularly-established  Presbyterian 
Church.

FATHER  -  MOTHER  -  BOYHOOD 


The  early  families  of  Long  Island  were  largely  self-sustaining 
units  and  had  few  outside  contacts  and  interests.  Farming  in  those 
days,  as  now,  provided  a  family  with  food  and  shelter  but  with  lit¬ 
tle  else.  J.  Gilbert  Smith  (1833-1904)  of  the  seventh  generation 
learned  the  boat-building  trade  as  a  young  man  in  a  shipyard  in  south 
Brooklyn,  and  as  early  as  1860  built  the  thirty-ton  sloop  ELLEN  V. 
at  Merrick,  and  a  decade  later  the  EMILY  J.  By  use  of  these  sloops 
coal  could  be  brought  to  the  farm  from  the  coal  road  terminals  in 
New  York  harbor,  thus  eliminating  the  necessity  for  much  cutting 
and  splitting  of  wood,  and  manure  from  the  horse-car  barns  on  New¬ 
town  Creek  and  the  East  River  could  be  brought  to  enrich  the  soil. 

Further,  to  absorb  profitably  the  slack  period  in  the  farm 
work,  Father  leased  lands  under  water  in  the  channels  in  the  adja¬ 
cent  bay  from  the  Town  of  Hempstead  for  an  oyster-planting  indus¬ 
try.  He  transported  seed  oysters  from  Blue  Point  and  Sayville  in 
the  Great  South  Bay  while  a  natural  set  of  sufficient  quantity  was 
there,  and  later  from  Cos  Cob,  Bridgeport,  and  New  Haven  in  the 
Sound.  The  oyster-planting  industry  was  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the 
farm.  While  the  freight  sloops  were  not  required  for  the  immediate 
needs  of  the  farm  and  the  oyster  business,  the  captains  in  charge 
of  them  carried  cargoes  for  others  at  rates  profitable  for  both  own¬ 
er  and  captain.  Besides  the  larger  boats,  Father  built  others  for 
business  and  pleasure.  He  was  fond  of  young  people  and  taught  many 
boys  how  to  handle  boats  skilfully. 

J.  Gilbert  Smith  was  a  powerfully-built  man  with  broad  shoul¬ 
ders  and  large  bones.  His  very  personality  commanded  respect  and, 
among  his  more  intimate  acquaintances,  real  affection.  He  had  an 
inherent  quality  of  friendliness  that  was  unusual.  This  permeated 
not  only  the  consciousness  of  his  associates,  but  that  of  animals 
too.  Horses  and  cows  were  ever  putting  their  noses  against  him 
for  a  word  and  a  pat.  He  seemed  to  have  a  language  they  understood. 
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He  could  speak  to  a  horse  in  the  darkness  and  get  a  responding 
whinny  when  no  sound  would  come  back  for  any  one  else.  I  remem¬ 
ber  how  he  grieved  and  how  tenderly  he  buried  a  cat  that  was  al¬ 
ways  following  him  around  until  the  day  when,  out  in  a  field,  two 
stray  dogs  pounced  upon  her  and  tore  her  to  pieces. 

He  was  a  great  reader,  especially  on  scientific  and  marine 
subjects.  I  went  with  him  through  the  CITY  OF  PARIS,  when  it 
and  the  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK  were  the  crack  passenger  steamers  on 
the  sea,  and  remember  how  interested  he  was  and  how  thoroughly  he 
examined  the  new  devices  and  appointments  he  had  read  about.  He 
was  interested,  too,  in  the  experiment  of  using  three  propellers 
instead  of  one  to  obtain  more  speed  and  to  make  handling  less  dif¬ 
ficult.  I  went  with  him  to  the  old  Madison  Square  Garden  to  see  a 
demonstration  of  wireless  telegraphy  when  it  was  first  brought  into 
use,  in  which  messages  were  sent  through  the  air  across  that  large 
auditorium  without  a  connecting  wire. 

He  was  never  a  general  conversationalist,  but  to  those  with 
whom  he  felt  at  ease  his  fund  of  information,  coupled  with  a  most 
captivating  manner  of  expression,  made  his  talks  a  never-ending 
source  of  interest  and  pleasure. 

Mother  was  a  slightly-built  woman  of  little  more  than  one 
hundred  pounds.  Her  mother  died  of  tuberculosis  before  Mother  was 
four  years  old,  yet  Mother  had  good  health  and  lived  to  the  age 
of  seventy-eight.  She  was  of  light  complexion  and  had  blue  eyes, 
although  her  hair,  which  had  a  beautiful  wave  and  never  looked 
mussed,  was  dark,  later  becoming  streaked  with  gray.  She  loved 
to  take  part  in  church  suppers  and  in  ladies'  aid  and  missionary 

society  meetings.  She  carried  all  our  worries.  Mother  truly  had 

a  simple,  abiding  faith  in  her  religion  which  she  carefully  nour¬ 
ished;  no  element  of  doubt  or  conjecture,  I  believe,  ever  found  a 
place  in  her  thought  or  conviction.  Sin  to  her  was  real  and  all 
inclusive,  and  salvation  from  it  of  the  most  supreme  importance. 
Her  Bible  was  her  most  cherished  posssession — she  lived  and  died 
in  the  comfort  she  derived  from  it.  She  thought  of  Jesus  as  a  Di¬ 
vine  Personality,  ever-living  and  accessible,  with  whom  she  could 
commune  on  any  subject  at  any  time,  and  with  whom  she  could  go 

with  perfect  assurance  to  the  gates  of  death.  Father  never  went 

to  church  and  had  an  antipathy  for  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  This 
attitude  on  his  part  was  a  real  cross  to  Mother,  and  I  have  seen 
her  on  her  knees  many  times  crying  and  praying  about  it. 
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A  few  years  after  Father  and  Mother  were  married  they  built 
a  house  on  the  south  side  of  the  Merrick  Road  a  little  to  the  west 
of  the  old  homestead.  The  house  is  still  there,  but  the  large  farm 
barn  was  destroyed  by  fire  several  years  ago.  It  was  in  this  house 
that  my  brother,  Charles  P.  Smith,  was  born  on  October  24,  1871. 
From  an  attic  window  in  this  house  an  uninterrupted  view  could  be 
had  of  the  southerly  shore  line  of  Long  Island  from  the  westerly 
part  of  Long  Beach,  opposite  Oceanside,  to  the  easterly  end  of  Jones 
Beach,  at  Gilgo  Inlet,  opposite  Seaford.  When  one  scanned  this  beach 
line  with  a  powerful  telescope  one  saw  an  eve r- chang ing  panorama. 
Before  Hell  Gate  channel  at  the  entrance  of  Long  Island  Sound  at 
Astoria  was  freed  from  jutting  rocks  and  made  safe  for  navigation, 
and  before  the  freight  bridge  across  the  Hudson  River  at  Poughkeep¬ 
sie  was  constructed,  providing  direct  railroad  communication  between 
the  coal  mines  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  markets  of  New  England,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  large  sailing  vessels  were  engaged  in  the  coal- carrying 
trade  from  the  tide-water  terminals  in  New  York  harbor  to  the  ports 
and  rivers  of  the  eastern  states,  and  to  the  maritime  provinces  of 
Canada  and  Newfoundland.  Many  of  these  vessels  passed  along  this 
beach  front,  and  were  fascinating  sights  with  their  sails  standing 
out  from  two,  three,  four,  and  sometimes  five  and  six  masts.  These 
schooners  went  out  deeply  laden  but  came  back  light,  and  wrecks 
were  not  infrequent. 

The  south  shore  of  Long  Island  is  low,  and  lies  directly  in 
the  course  of  vessels  proceeding  north  along  the  coast  of  New  Jer¬ 
sey.  Many  vessels,  because  of  stormy  weather  or  of  a  miscalcula¬ 
tion  in  speed,  were  stranded  on  this  strip  of  beach  within  our  line 
of  vision.  From  that  attic  window  in  those  boyhood  days  I  have 
looked  along  this  shore  line  in  the  early  morning  and  have  seen 
schooners  or  ships  caught  on  the  beach  bars;  sometimes  they  would 
be  standing  up  straight  and  majestically,  but  no  wooden  vessel  was 
ever  saved  from  destruction  after  grounding  there.  In  a  few  days 
at  most,  one  after  another  of  the  masts  would  go  overboard  and  soon 
all  that  would  remain  of  a  handsome  craft  would  be  a  distorted  hulk 
out  in  the  breakers  and  wreckage  strewn  along  the  shore. 

Jones  Beach  in  those  days  was  a  stretch  of  wasteland  used 
principally  by  summer  beach  parties  that  came  over  from  the  towns 
on  the  mainland  in  sailboats.  Bathers  in  those  parties  used  the 
sand  dunes  for  undressing  and  dressing.  The  first  potato-bug  I  ever 
saw  (then  called  Colorado  beetles)  was  on  a  spear  of  beach  grass 
on  Jones  Beach , 
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Since  boats  were  always  available,  and  since  both  my  brother 
and  I  were  fond  of  the  water,  we  became  adept  in  their  use  at  an 
early  age.  At  every  opportunity,  either  together  or  in  separate 
boats,  we  were  out  on  the  bay  in  them.  We  knew  the  channels  in 
Hempstead  Bay  and  the  inlets  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  as  well  as  the 
waters  in  the  bays  from  Long  Beach  to  Westhampton.  Besides  the 
boats  we  had  horses,  cattle,  hogs,  chickens,  ducks,  pigeons,  etc. 
We  knew  how  to  drive  and  work  the  horses,  knew  how  to  milk  and 
care  for  the  stock,  and  knew,  in  a  perfectly  natural  way,  the  hab¬ 
its  and  peculiarities  of  the  animals  and  the  principles  of  breeding 
and  reproduction.  We  had  fruit  trees — apple,  pear,  peach,  cherry, 
and  plum — as  v/ell  as  ornamental  trees,  shade  trees,  and  shrubbery, 
and  knew  how  to  care  for  them.  We,  as  country  boys,  had  few  out¬ 
side  associations.  While  city  and  village  boys  have  some  advantages 
not  possible  for  country  boys,  I  believe  the  latter  often  experience 
a  more  lasting  enjoyment  from  the  longer  use  of  fewer  things,  and 
become  acquainted  in  a  thoroughly  natural  w ay  with  some  of  the  more 
fundamental  facts  of  life.  We  saw  how  delighted  other  boys  were  to 
come  to  our  place  and  enjoy  with  us  the  things  we  had.  Visiting 
boys  could  feel  perfectly  comfortable  in  sitting  at  our  table,  since 
Mother  always  seemed  to  have  an  abundance  of  food,  and  since  she 
was  always  gracious  in  adding  extra  places  at  the  table. 

When  we  were  boys  ready-made  clothes  were  beginning  to  be 
looked  upon  as  necessities  in  the  country.  Accordingly,  a  trip  was 
made  to  the  City  with  Father  each  fall  to  get  our  winter  suits. 
It  was  not  then  a  case  of  taking  a  train  at  Merrick  or  Freeport, 
sitting  in  a  comfortable  car,  and  in  less  than  an  hour  stepping 
out  at  the  Pennsylvania  Station  and  taking  a  subway  train  to  any 
destination.  In  the  1880's  the  railroad  cars  were  small  affairs 
with  little  coal  stoves  at  one  end  to  which  the  brakemen  had  to 
give  almost  constant  attention.  The  heat  from  these  little  stoves 
did  not  reach  very  far  out  into  the  cars,  so  in  cold  weather  those 
passengers  who  could,  huddled  together  near  the  stove,  while  others 
simply  had  to  make  the  best  of  it. 

The  brakes  on  these  trains  were  hand  brakes.  When  the  train 
was  approaching  a  station  the  engineer  gave  a  blast  of  the  whistle 
and  the  brakemen  had  to  swing  themselves  onto  the  brake  wheels  to 
help  bring  the  train  to  a  stop. 

If  the  trip  was  made  by  way  of  Brooklyn  we  used  a  horse-car 
route  from  the  Flatbush  Avenue  Station  to  Fulton  Ferry,  and  took 
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a  ferry-boat  to  New  York.  If  we  went  to  the  railroad  terminal  at 
Hunter's  Point,  Long  Island  City,  a  ferry  could  be  taken  to  East 
Thirty-fourth  Street,  where  a  horse-car  connection  could  be  made, 
or  a  boat  could  be  taken  to  James  Slip.  This  was  an  interesting 
trip  of  twenty-five  minutes  down  the  East  River  and  was  our  favor¬ 
ite  route  when  time  afforded. 

Father  always  took  us  to  the  clothing  store  of  Peter  C.  Bar- 
num  on  the  Bowery.  Our  suits  were  always  of  the  long-trouser  style 
and  the  coats  were  often  double-breasted.  I  never  had  a  suit  with 
short  pants  as  a  boy.  Father's  policy  was  to  get  clothes  large 
enough  to  grow  into,  as  he  expressed  it;  our  coat  sleeves  came  pret¬ 
ty  well  down  on  our  thumbs,  the  pockets  were  almost  out  of  reach, 
and  the  trouser  legs  wrinkled  up  at  the  bottom.  Our  suits  fitted 
best  when  about  worn  out. 

Father  died  when  I  was  thirty-five  years  of  age,  yet,  thirty 
years  later,  when  I  was  writing  a  resume  of  my  life  with  some  of 
its  contacts  and  lessons  for  my  children,  under  the  title  of  "Fa¬ 
ther's  Message,"  I  was  often  conscious  of  the  influence  of  his  per¬ 
sonality  as  it  was  reflected  in  me.  Father's  motto  was,  never  to 
give  advice  until  it  was  asked  for.  I  have,  however,  wished  many 
times  that  he  had  reduced  some  of  his  fixed  conclusions  to  writing. 
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The  district  school  at  Merrick  in  the  1870's  and  80's  was  a 
school  with  one  room  and  one  teacher.  A  big  round  stove  stood  in 
the  middle  of  the  room;  the  playground  and  pump  were  in  front  of 
the  building.  It  was,  indeed,  the  proverbial  "Little  Red  School 
House"  painted  yellow.  It  stood  about  two  hundred  feet  north  of 
the  Merrick  Road  on  the  farm  of  George  Hewlett,  about  where  Kenny 
Avenue  is  now  located.  "Tony"  Waring  was  the  teacher  in  1873. 

About  1875  the  schoolroom  was  extended  to  admit  of  an  as¬ 
sistant  teacher,  and  Nora  Hewlett,  daughter  of  George  Hewlett,  was 
given  the  position.  She  had  a  class  of  the  younger  pupils  in  the 
old  end  of  the  room,  and  used  a  coatroom  at  the  entrance  for  some 
of  the  recitations.  Nora  Hewlett  and  her  sister,  Emma  Hewlett, 
are  now  widows  of  Joseph  T.  and  George  M.  Hewlett,  respectively, 
and  own  and  occupy  the  Whitehead  Hewlett  homestead  at  Merrick. 

My  brother  and  I  attended  school  there  until  1881,  when  Father 
made  arrangements  for  us  to  attend  the  public  school  at  Freeport. 
There  we  made  the  acquaintance  of  young  people  of  our  own  age  and 
entered  into  their  affairs  and  fun.  Friendships  made  then  have  been 
lifelong.  My  brother  married  Eugenia  Mead  Smith,  granddaughter  of 
James  Rock  Smith,  second  son  of  Raynor  Rock  Smith,  in  the  Gersham 
Smith  line  of  descent. 

Charles  P.  Smith  spent  his  whole  business  life  in  Freeport 
as  a  druggist.  His  drug-store  property  at  the  junction  of  Main  and 
Church  Streets,  now  bounded  on  the  south  by  the  Sunrise  Highway, 
was  the  site  of  the  first  school  house  in  Freeport.  He  released 
the  extreme  northerly  point  of  the  property  to  the  Village  of  Free¬ 
port  as  a  position  for  a  permanent  base  for  a  cannon  set  up  as  a 
memorial  of  the  Spanish-American  War  of  1898.

DIVERGENT  VOCATIONS  -  PERSONALITIES 


In  the  more  recent  generations  of  the  Smith  family  few  have 
followed  the  occupation  of  farming  as  a  vocation.  In  the  seventh 
generation, 

CARMAN  SMITH  (1819-1902)  at  Merrick  and 

NELSON  H.  SMITH  (1834-1901)  at  Newbridge  and  afterwards 
at  Freeport,  were  general- store  keepers. 

SIDNEY  SMITH  (1831-1880),  of  the  seventh  generation,  was  a 
tinsmith  at  Freeport  and  is  said  to  have  devised  and  built  the  first 
cylinder  stove,  but  neglected  to  protect  his  invention  by  patent.  He 

was  postmaster  of  Freeport  by  appointment  of  President  Ulysses  S. 

Grant  from  April  29,  1874  to  October  11,  1880. 

SIDNEY  S.  SMITH  (  1862-1911  ),  of  the  eighth  generation,  went 
with  the  "South  Side  Observer"  at  Rockville  Centre  as  a  boy,  and 
remained  there  all  his  life.  He  became  a  practical  printer  and 

newspaper  man,  and  for  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  was  president 

of  the  corporation. 

WALLACE  TREZER  SMITH  (1908-  ),  of  the  tenth  generation, 

son  of  George  Wallace  Smith,  obtained  an  A.B.  degree  at  Cornell 
University,  class  of  1930,  and  was  graduated  from  Cornell  Medical 
College  as  an  M.D.,  in  the  class  of  1933.* 

HAROLD  WALLACE  SMITH  (1887-  ),  of  the  ninth  generation, 

is  an  advertising  specialist. 

WILLIAM  C.  SMITH  (  1855-1927),  of  the  eighth  generation, 
continued  as  a  farmer  at  Greenwich  Point  for  many  years  until  the 
farm  was  sold,  when  he  built  a  home  in  Freeport.  For  a  time  he 
was  associated  with  his  brother, 
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ALVIN  G.  SMITH  (1864-  ),  County  Engineer  of  Nassau  County. 

FRANKLIN  V.  SMITH  (i860-  ),  brother  of  William  C.  and 

Alvin  G.  Smith,  had  a  general  store  in  Merrick  in  the  early  1880's. 

LOUIS  VALENTINE  SMITH  (1880-  ),  of  the  ninth  generation, 

only  child  of  William  C.  Smith,  is  an  auditor  in  the  New  Jersey 
Zinc  Company.  He  and  his  mother,  Annie  Maria  Tr edwe  1 1  - Sm i th,  are 
the  only  members  of  the  family  now  living  in  Merrick. 

JULIAN  D.  SMITH  (1898-  )  and  his  brother, 

PHILIP  G.  SMITH  (1901-  ),  of  the  ninth  generation,  sons  of 
Valentine  W.  Smith,  are  the  only  "dirt"  farmers  in  the  family. 
Jul  ian  is  a  florist  at  Seaford,  Long  Island,  and  has  ten  acres  of 
land  in  connection  with  his  business.  Philip  has  forty-four  acres 
at  Glens  Falls,  New  York. 


BANKING 


The  predominating  vocation  in  the  generations  of  the  family 
now  passing,  the  eighth  and  ninth,  is  banking.  Fifty  years  ago  there 
was  but  one  commercial  bank  in  Queens  County  (Queens  County  then 
included  what  was  set  apart  as  Nassau  County  in  1898).  This  was 
the  Flushing  and  Queens  County  Bank  at  Flushing.  From  that  time 
forth,  however,  banking  on  Long  Island  developed  rapidly,  and  vari¬ 
ous  members  of  the  family  became  prominently  identified  with  the 
new  financial  institutions. 


SAMUEL  R.  SMITH  (1862-1931  ),  of  the  eighth  generation,  in 
1885  went  from  Merrick  to  North  Dakota  and  set  up  a  general  store 
at  Drayton.  Later  he  organized  and  became  president  of  the  First 
Bank  of  Drayton,  and  also  of  the  State  Bank  of  Reynolds,  North  Da¬ 
kota.  He  returned  to  Long  Island  in  1888,  two  days  before  the  great 
blizzard  of  March  12-14,  1888.  With  his  brother-in-law  Charles  L. 
Wallace,  editor  of  the  "South  Side  Observer,"  and  Charles'  brother 
George  Wallace,  a  prominent  lawyer  in  Queens  County  living  in  Free¬ 
port,  he  started  a  private  bank  at  Far  Rockaway  under  the  name  of 
Wallace,  Smith  &  Company,  Bankers.  Samuel  R.  Smith  took  the  ac¬ 
tive  management  of  the  business. 
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In  1888  Far  Rockaway  was  in  the  Town  of  Hempstead.  Far 
Rockaway  was  not  then  incorporated  as  a  village,  and  it  was  ten 
years  before  Greater  New  York  was  established  and  Brooklyn  and 
the  westerly  part  of  Queens  County,  including  Far  Rockaway  and 
Rockaway  Beach,  were  taken  into  The  City  of  New  York.  Except  for 
the  Hempstead  Bank,  which  had  been  incorporated  in  1884,  Wallace, 
Smith  &  Company  was  the  only  bank  in  the  Town  of  Hempstead,  and 
served  as  a  depository  for  stores  on  the  south  side  of  Long  Island 
from  Rockaway  Beach  to  Merrick.  Samuel  R.  Smith  or  his  assistant 
called  at  the  Freeport  stores  each  morning  to  gather  up  the  depos¬ 
its  there,  then  stepped  off  the  train  at  Rockville  Centre  and  Lyn- 
brook  (then  called  Pearsall's)  on  the  Montauk  Division,  and  at  Hew¬ 
lett,  Woodmere  (then  called  Woodsburg),  and  Cedarhurst  (then  called 
Ocean  Point)  on  the  Far  Rockaway  Branch,  to  receive  envelopes  and 
packages  of  deposits  from  the  merchants  who  would  be  waiting  at 
the  stations.  This  method  of  banking  was  followed  until  banks  were 
established  in  the  various  communities.  The  business  of  Wallace, 
Smith  &  Company  was  incorporated  into  a  State  bank  in  1889,  under 
the  name  of  Far  Rockaway  Bank.  In  1903  the  Far  Rockaway  Bank, 
the  Bank  of  Jamaica,  and  the  Flushing  Bank  consolidated  their  sep¬ 
arate  institutions  into  the  Bank  of  Long  Island.  Samuel  R.  Smith 
continued  as  the  executive  officer  through  all  these  changes  and 
mergers  until  1920,  when  the  Bank  of  Long  Island  merged  with  the 
Bank  of  the  Manhattan  Company,  the  second  oldest  bank  in  The  City 
of  New  York,  having  been  chartered  by  Aaron  Burr  in  1799.  At  the 
time  of  that  merger  Samuel  R.  Smith  retired  from  the  banking  field. 

HARVEY  B.  SMITH  (1861-  ),  of  the  eighth  generation,  left 

the  Merrick  Farm  upon  his  marriage  to  Fannie  B.  Powell,  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Raynor  Rock  Smith  of  the  sixth  generation.  For  a  time 
he  had  a  small  farm  in  the  northern  part  of  Freeport,  but  when  the 
Freeport  Bank  was  incorporated  in  the  early  1890's  he  went  into 
and  has  been  an  officer  and  director  of  the  bank  through  the  forty 
and  more  years  since. 

GEORGE  WALLACE  SMITH  (  1885-  ),  of  the  ninth  generation, 

began  his  banking  career  in  1912  as  cashier  of  the  Lynbrook  Na¬ 
tional  Bank,  under  the  presidency  of  Hamilton  W.  Pearsall.  In  1917 
he  relinquished  that  position  to  take  a  place,  first,  in  the  Receiv¬ 
ing  Teller's  Department,  afterward  in  the  Discount  and  Federal 
Loan  Department,  of  the  Chase  National  Bank  of  New  York.  In  1923 
an  opportunity  presented  itself  to  enter  actively  again  into  Long 
Island  banking,  at  which  time  he  came  into  the  Peninsula  National

HIRAM  R.  SMITH  (1859-1925),  of  the  eighth  generation,  went 
into  the  Bank  of  Rockville  Centre  as  an  assistant  cashier  when  it 
was  organized  about  1890,  and  afterward  became  cashier  and  presi¬ 
dent.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  withdrawn  from  his  banking 
connections  and  was  one  of  the  supervisors  of  the  Town  of  Hemp¬ 
stead  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
Nassau. 


VALENTINE  W.  SMITH  (1868-  ),  of  the  eighth  generation, 

left  the  Merrick  Farm  at  his  marriage  to  Lila  C.  Denton  in  1896. 
He  lived  in  Freeport  for  some  time,  but  since  1902  has  lived  in  Far 
Rockaway.  He  was  the  only  clerk  in  the  banking  office  of  Wallace, 
Smith  &  Company  in  1888.  He  was  cashier  of  the  Far  Rockaway  Bank, 
a  vice-president  and  director  of  the  Bank  of  Long  Island  during  the 
seventeen  years  of  its  existence,  and  continued  as  a  vice-president 
of  the  larger  institution  when  the  Bank  of  Long  Island  merged  with 
the  Bank  of  the  Manhattan  Company  in  1920.  Application  for  retire¬ 
ment  was  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Manhattan  Com¬ 
pany  in  1931.  His  first  thirty-two  years  in  the  bank,  through  the 
various  combinations  and  mergers,  were  spent  at  the  bank  in  Far 
Rockaway,  and  the  last  eleven  years  at  the  office  in  Jamaica.  He 
is  a  trustee  of  the  Jamaica  Savings  Bank.t

THE  PASSING  OF  THE  MERRICK  FARM 


Elijah  Smith  (  1829-1893),  of  the  seventh  generation,  was  the 
last  of  the  succeeding  generations  beginning  with  Lieutenant  Jona¬ 
than  Smith  of  the  second,  and  continuing  through  Jonathan  Smith,  Jr., 
John  Smith,  Joseph  Smith,  and  William  Smith  of  the  third,  fourth, 
fifth,  and  sixth  generations,  respectively,  to  devote  his  whole  life 
to  the  work  of  the  Merrick  Farm.  At  his  death  his  part  of  the  farm 
went  to  his  sons  Charles  C.  and  Harvey  B.  Smith.  J.  Gilbert  Smith, 
who  died  in  1904,  left  his  part  to  my  brother  Charles  P.  Smith, 
and  to  me.  In  order  to  make  our  holdings  more  symmetrical,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  get  a  greater  frontage  on  the  Merrick  Road, 
we  purchased  about  forty  acres  of  adjoining  property. 

Charles  C.  Smith  and  Minnie  Anderson,  his  wife,  remained  on 
the  farm  after  all  the  others  had  left  to  take  up  other  lines  of 
work,  and  for  a  time  cultivated  both  divisions  of  it.  They  gave  up 
this  work  in  1926,  however,  and  they,  too,  left  the  farm,  and  built  a 
home  for  themselves  in  Freeport.  At  times  some  of  the  farm  build¬ 
ings  and  parts  of  the  land  were  rented  at  inconsequential  figures  to 
temporary  tenants.  Charles  C.  Smith,  at  the  time  of  his  death  in 
1931,  was  connected  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  Town  of 
Hempstead. 

In  the  four  or  five  years  of  speculative  orgy  ending  in  the 
financial  crash  of  October  1929,  when  prices  of  bank  and  all  other 
stocks  bore  no  relation  to  earning  power;  when  great  blocks  of 
stocks  and  bonds  of  all  variety  of  classification,  some  with  merit, 
many  without,  were  being  brought  out  and  quickly  absorbed  by  fren¬ 
zied  groups  of  buyers  awaiting  them;  when  hundreds  of  millions  of 
bonds  of  other  countries,  more  especially  of  South  and  Central  Amer¬ 
ican  countries,  often  issued  under  persuasion  and  with  no  plan  or 
thought  of  repayment,  had  found  their  way  into  the  portfolios  of  the 
investing  public  and  banks  of  the  United  States;  and  when  farm  lands 
and  all  other  divisions  of  realty  were  changing  hands  at  prices  never 
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before  thought  of,  the  property  of  both  branches  of  the  Smith  family 
was  sold.  Thus  the  Merrick  Farm  that  had  been  in  the  family  for 
more  than  two  hundred  years  passed  into  other  hands. 

The  Meadowbrook  Causeway,  connecting  the  Long  Island  State 
Parkway  system  with  Long  Beach  and  Jones  Beach,  is  being  laid  out 
across  the  full  length  of  what  was  the  original,  ancestral  holdings 
of  the  Rock  Smith  family  from  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turnpike  on 
the  north  to  Woods  Point  on  the  creek  to  the  south,  a  distance  of 
more  than  a  mile.

AN  ACCOUNT  OF  STEWARDSHIP 


When  our  ancestors,  motivated  by  the  force  of  excessive 
religious  zeal,  came  to  the  "New  World"  three  hundred  years  ago 
in  quest  of  religious  peace  and  freedom  of  worship  greater  than 
was  permitted  them  in  England,  they  set  for  posterity  a  degree  of 
fervor  beyond  the  ability,  if  not,  indeed,  the  desire,  of  people  in 
the  ordinary  walks  of  life  to  attain  or  seek  to  perpetuate.  It  is 
hard  for  us,  with  economic  and  social  conditions  so  changed,  to 
find  a  sensible  basis  of  comparison  with  them. 

As  we  have  studied  the  lives  and  activities  of  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  these  people  through  the  papers  they  have  left— where  we 
have  found  the  wills  of  so  many  to  show  evidence  of  deep  reli¬ 
gious  convictions;  where  we  have  seen  the  names  of  so  many  of 
the  family  on  the  rosters  of  membership  in  churches  in  the  com¬ 
munities  in  which  they  lived;  where  we  have  seen  how  Valentine 
Smith,  of  the  seventh  generation,  a  man  of  limited  means,  built 
a  chapel  on  his  farm  so  children  in  the  non-churched  section  be¬ 
tween  Freeport,  Hempstead,  and  Uniondale  could  have  the  advant¬ 
age  of  a  Sunday  School,  and  their  elders  a  place  for  religious 
and  secular  assemblies;  where  we  have  learned  of  the  beneficences 
of  Samuel  R.  Smith,  of  the  eighth  generation,  and  others  in  more 
recent  years,  in  religious,  educational,  and  humanitarian  lines; 
where  we  have  seen  how  Raynor  R.  Smith  and  Franklin  M.  Smith, 
of  the  ninth  generation,  and  others  of  the  family,  left  their  com¬ 
fortable  homes  to  spend  the  fall  and  winter  months  in  United 
States  Life  Saving  and  Coast  Guard  stations,  on  desolate  stretches 
of  beach,  in  order  to  be  ready  with  immediate  assistance  when 
human  life  was  in  peril;  where  we  have  found  good  fathers  and 
mothers  in  all  generations,  and  know  of  the  kindliness,  honesty 
of  purpose,  and  uniform  qualities  of  good  citizenship  manifested 
by  the  family  as  a  whole — I  believe  that  if  those  serious-minded 
people  of  ten  generations  ago  were  privileged  to  review  it  all 
and  look  in  upon  the  present  generations,  they  need  not  suffer 
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a  sense  of  disappointment  in  the  progressive  development  of  their 
descendants  in  the  Rock  Smith  Family.

(eighth  generation)  in  about  1926: 

"My  father,  Carman  Smith,  son  of  Joseph  kept  store  at 
the  bend  in  Hempstead  and  Babylon  Turnpike — one  mile  north 
Merrick  Road — Liberty  Pole  for  30  yrs  thereabouts  erected 
1862  (See  report  by  Hempstead  Sentinel  that  date).  Store 
formerly  road  house  Joseph  and  Philetus  Smith — Soldiers 
drilled  in  the  back  lot  about  the  time  of  Battle  of  Long  Is¬ 
land  at  Fort  Greene  Brooklyn — War  of  1812  (?).  Post  office 
for  many  years  at  corner — mail  coming  by  stage  Hempstead  & 
Babylon — afterward — 1867 — mail  pouch  thrown  off  at  crossing 
— outgoing  taken  to  R.  R.  station  located  as  at  present — 
Merrick.  Savage  History:  Settlement  1643  29  settlers  from 

Ripowams,  Conn.  (Stamford)  1641— Among  them  John  Smith  Rock 
— Deposition  in  Jamaica  1675  that  he  was  called  "Rock"  for 
distinction.  There  was  also  John  Smith,  Jr.  First  clerk  was 
John  James.  In  his  will  1660 — says:  "I  John  James  of  Car¬ 
diff,  Wales" — House  located  at  that  time  on  Merrick  Road, 
part  of  William  Smith  place,  father  of  Elijah  and  Gilbert — 
grandfather  of  Valentine  W.  and  Charles  P.  Smith  and  Chas.

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Samuel  R.  Smith,  in  his  terse  collection  of  interesting  facts

"Whitehead  Hewlett,  father  of  George  M.  and  Joseph  T. 
one  of  the  principal  farmers — Benj  H.  Seaman  farm  noted  for 
his  race  track  and  training  of  gentlemen's  horses — exercises. 
Anderson's  grist  mill  visited  by  all  and  farther  up  the  brook 
Mollineaux  mill  and  across  swamps  to  the  west  the  Smart  paper 
mills  with  important  production  for  New  York  market.  Later 
Valentine  Smith's  paper  mill  erected  1887 — sold  to  Brooklyn 
City  for  extension  of  their  water  supply  system.  Merrick 
Camp  Ground  Assoc,  of  possibly  1865 — attraction  in  August 
for  many  years.  Meetings  full  of  enthusiasm  and  emotional 
periods  notwithstanding  the  mosquitoes.  Great  crowds  at  the 
Sunday  meetings," 

Chauncey  Smith,  who  was  born  in  Merrick  in  1833,  a  man  of 
keen  mind  and  memory,  living  on  the  east  side  of  Hempstead  and 
Babylon  Turnpike,  adjoining  the  Long  Island  Railroad  on  the  north, 
in  conversation  said  to  Samuel  R.  Smith  (these  notes  are  memo¬ 
randa  made  at  the  time);

(This  last  paragraph  is  quoted  from 
an  interview  with  Mr,  Charles  Kent  and  published  by  him.) 

Frances  Wells  Fox,  historian  of  a  pageant  in  celebration  of 
the  Tercentenary  of  the  Settlement  of  Wethersfield,  Connecticut, 
given  in  June  1934,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  as  to  whether  other 
of  the  families  who  came  to  Hempstead  in  the  Stamford  migration 
of  1644,  besides  Rev.  Richard  Denton,  Richard  Gildersleeve,  Robert 
Coe,  and  Thurston  Raynor,  who  were  impersonated  in  the  presenta¬ 
tion,  had  been  named  in  the  earliest  history  of  Wethersfield, 
answered  in  part  as  follows:  "From  WETHERSFIELD  HISTORY — 
Sherman  W.  Adams — 1904:* 

'In  the  spring  of  1641  Rev  Mr.  Denton  with  a  con¬ 
siderable  flock,  quitted  Wethersfield  for  Rippowams.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Cambridge  in  1623,  came  from  Halifax 
England  1638  or  9.  With  Denton  went  not  only  a  majority 
of  the  Wethersfield  church,  but  probably,  a  majority  of  the 
householders . '

Treadwell  made  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  agent  and  part  owner,  Peter  Schenck,  to  save 
the  property  from  her  to  the  halves  and  deliver  said  property 
when  saved  to  New  York  to  said  Schenck  and  to  have  one  half 
of  the  net  proceeds  for  saving  the  same  and  the  above  said 
property  or  part  of  it  when  delivered  to  Mr.  Schenck  at  New 
York  by  John  Bedell  which  said  Schenck  refused  to  make  set¬ 
tlement  for. 
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Now  we  the  subscribers  do  agree  that  the  sum  of  money 
that  ware  lodged  in  the  hands  of  Patrick  Mott  should  go  to¬ 
ward  bringing  suit  against  Mr.  Schenck  and  if  not  a  suf¬ 
ficient  sum  to  carry  on  the  suit  we  the  subscribers  agree  to 
pay  all  charges  that  may  accrue  in  carrying  on  said  suit.
